Washington — Iran's military power on.land, 


in the war and on the sea is being built up 
in the Middle East under a billion-dollar defense 
program quietly underwritten by the United 
States and Britain in preparation for the British 
withdrawal from the Persian. Gulf later this 
year.

program are 
squadrons 
of 
the 
late-model 


Phantom jet fighter-bombers; Britain is providing 
hundreds of tanks and naval units. 


This whole build-up, according to officials 


here, is designed to fill the vacuum that would 
have been created by the British departure and 
to counteract Soviet influence and Arab'radical 
moves in the strategic Persian Gulf, whose 
coastal states and islands produce much of the 
oil on which the United States, Western Europe 
and Japan depend. 


Acting with British-American blessings, the 


Iranian shah, Mohammed Riza Pahlevi, has 
accepted responsibility for the security of the 
Persian Gulf after Britain removes her protection 
and armed forces from Bahrain, Qatar and the 
seven Trucial States. 


Unfriendly Country 


Iran 
already possesses 
what American 


officials term a "credible deterrent" in the air 
and the sea in the gulf area, particularly in 
relation to neighboring Iraq, which Teheran 
considers to be an unfriendly country, and which 
is heavily armed by the Soviet Union. 


American and British sales of modern 


equipment to Iran since 1969 have raised her 
military strength to a relatively advanced stage 
from what was an obsolete armed establishment. 
» 


But this effort 
is now being significantly 


accelerated. Iran's 155,000-man armed forces are 
to be expanded simultaneously. 


By 1975, when the present program of 


military deliveries and training is completed, 
Iran is expected to be a major middle eastern 
power and, an element of stability in the volatile 
gulf region, American officials say. 


Under present plans, the Iranian air force 


is to be expanded to a total of 135 Phantoms 
by 1975, to serve alongside the F-3 -and F-86 
squadrons already in its possession. 


United States credits were also used to build 


and expand Iranian air and naval facilities on 
the Persian gulf and to complete a plant south 
of Teheran where some 850 American-made M-47 
medium tanks, long held by the Iranian army, 
will be "retrofitted" through, the installation of 
more powerful engines and guns. 


Known Request 


The Nixon administration has not announced 


the extent of its financial cooperation in the 
Iranian defense program. The known request 
to Congress for military-assistance programs to 
Iran for fiscal 1972 is for only $950,000 for training 
and support of the 250-man United States military 
advisory mission. 


The first purchases of Phantoms and F-5's 


last year were financed through $100 million 
in credits under the foreign 
military-sales 


program, 
but 
these 
f i g u r e s 
remain 


unpublished. 


A $120 million Export-Import Bank credit line 


granted late last year for military equipment 
was also not publicly announced. 


The shah is said to believe that a high 


degree of military mobility is essential to control 
the Persian Gulf area. Therefore, his government 
has been buying the most modern supersonic 
aircraft, new hovercraft and helicopters as well 
as hundreds of tanks suited to the mountain 
and dessert terrain 
of Iran and adjoining 


countries. 


The withdrawal will mark the end. of British 


protection over Bahrain, Qatar and the Trucial 
States — Abu Dhabi, Dubai, Ajman, Ras al 
Khaima,

As the British departure approaches, Bahrain 


and Qatar each plan to declare independence 
and to apply for United Nations membership. 
The Trucial States Hope to form an independent 
federation.

On offensive missiles, Washington 


is proposing a freeze by both sides 
on building new • l a n d - b a s e d 
intercontinental ballistic missiles 
(ICBMs) and m i s s i l e - f i r i n g 
submarines. This leaves out strategic 
bombers, which were in the U.S. offer 
a year ago. 


On defensive missiles, the United 


States has put forward a flexible 
position allowing each superpower to 
choose between defending its capital 
or its ICBM sites with a limited 
number of antiballistic m i s s i l e s 
(ABMs). 


Earlier in the Strategic 
Arms 


Limitation Talks (SALT) U.S. envoys 
had indicated the United States 
intended to build an ABM system 
around Washington. They anticipated 
the Soviets would want to keep the 
ABM they have installed around 
Moscow. 


The revised U.S. offer at the SALT 


negotiations, now under way 
at 


Helsinki, follows President Nixon's 
May 20 joint announcement with the 
Kremlin that the two sides will focus 
this year on working out an ABMs 
accord, plus measures on limiting 
offensive weapons. 


Administration officials said the 


Helsinki sessions which began July 
9 are progressing well on technical 
matters, but they doubt an agreement 
will be reached this summer. The 
three-year-old talks are expected to 
resume in Vienna next fall.

Polaris vessels. The Soviets are said 
to have 17 missile-firing submersibles, 
and are expanding this fleet fast.

a£out one-third of the homes 
last summer after shouting, 
angry crowds of protesters 
jammed their meetings. The 
outbursts were precipitated by 


the opening of a new runway 
located within 500 to 600 feet of 
their homes in the Westchester 
section. 


The other homes are under or 


near the approach and take-off 
paths of j e t l i n e r s , in 
neighborhoods where residents 
have complained of steadily 
worsening jet noise for years. 


When the project is finished 


in about two years, only bare 
land will remain on the sites 
where, until recently, 
more 


than 8,000 persons lived. 


Some airport managers in 


other cities believe that what is 
happening here could be a 
portent of similar massive 
acquisitions of a i r p o r t - 
community homes elsewhere 
because of the growing public 
complaints over jet noise. 


In Los Angeles, all 
the 


homes, a school and several 
commercial buildings in an 
area of about 75 square blocks 
will disappear.

prices ranging from about

city will pay the property 
owners more than $80 million.

About 30% of the homes are 


being sold, at prices ranging 
from $300 to about $3,000, to 
individuals and commercial 
developers who move them to 
other sites. Between 1965 and 
1968. 
the airport bought 379 


houses near the airport to clear 
a runway approach path. Some 
were sold 
and moved to 


adjacent neighborhoods that 
are now being leveled in the 
current project. 


As a result (he city has 


bought so'me houses twice. For 
example, the city purchased 
one attractive two-story house 
on Trask Avenue hi 1967 for 
$60,000 and sold it to a 
developer for $3,000. Recently it 
bought the house again — for

Airport officials say they do 


not foresee a significant drop in 
complaints about noise as a 
result of their expensive land 
acquisition. 


"The noise is just as bad in 


Inglewood and El Segundo (two 
neighboring towns) and-we're 
not doing anything there," said 
Donald A. Miller, assistant 
manager of airport property. 


The men who run this 


airport, and most jetports, 
generally believe the best hope 
for cooling the growing battle

communities is to muffle the 
jet airliner. They see some 
hope hi the new generation of 
jumbo jets, whose engines are 
inherently quieter than earlier- 
model jetliners.

The Status of Indians 


The status of the American Indian in the 


United States has never been one of happy 
equality. Although the federal government has 
been in the Indian affairs business for almost 
200 years, the major problems of education, 
health 
and 
economic development of the 


American Indian remain unsolved.

Almost 20 years ago the government 


began what, it was hoped, would eventually 
make the Indians subject to the same laws 
and entitled to the same privileges and 
responsibilities as were applicable to other 
citizens and would end their status as wards 
of the government.*

The idea had merit except that the 


government, as it has always, went about this 
business without the understanding and without 
giving the help that was needed if the program 
was to have a modicum of success. 


This program, called termination, shifted 


Indian populations from reservations to urban 
areas, gave certain individual Indians title to 
their lands. As had happened in the past, many 
unscrupulous whites ended up with the land and 
the Indians soon dissipated what few dollars 
they had gotten for their property. 


There should have been a concentration of 


available assistance for Indians entering the 
termination program. This should have included 
the Labor Department, Housing, Education, 


Health and Welfare. Properly implemented, the 
idea might have been brilliant, but it was just 
another failure in U.S. Indian policy.

These off - the - reservation I n d i a n s 


competed for employment with b e t t e r 
educated whites and ran up against tough 
white welfare agencies which took a dim 
view of putting them back on the "dole."

Yet some, how many is unknown, did survive 


in the sink-or-swim situation into which they 
had been plunged. Others live in poverty and 
squalor in the urban areas, unhappy and 
neglected. 


Thus, it is not surprising that some urban 


and tribal Indians appeared recently at a Senate 
hearing in Washington urging a repudiation of 
the 1953 federal policy aimed at freeing Indians 
from ward status. 


It is hard to see how the maintaining of 


ward status is desirable. The conditions on the 
reservations were such that termination had 
seemed preferable. Living on reservations with 
ward 
status 
offers 
little 
for 
f u t u r e 


generations.

Instead, the intent of the "same 


privileges and responsibilities" should be the 
long range goal of federal Indian policy. But 
first the federal government should live up 
to its responsibilities to the Indians.

In Northeast Brazil, it was said, parents 


must have from five to seven children if two 
of them are to reach the age of 20. Until recently, 
explained the article, death claimed before the 
age of five, half the children born in the hills 
of Guatemala. 


Within the relatively short span of 50 to 


100 years, Americans have largely forgotten the 
life style that found survival of the old in the 
perpetuity of the family. We in this nation have 
evolved into a new and different order where 
th« old •» wpposedly Independent of the young.

would venture to say that very few babies are 
born in the U.S. with the only thought in mind 
of providing for the parents' old age. And with 
pension programs of one kind or another and 
a high standard of living, we have provided 
a system which largely negates the having of 
children for financial security.

We do not intend to argue here for or against 


a program of birth control or family planning. 
That question entirely aside, the matter of 
survival from one generation to the next is 
one that needs attention. 


Having children for the sake of future 


security seems to have some dehumanizing 
aspects, especially when it means that the 
population growth exceeds the economic growth 
rate of an area.

This is what it does mean in many parts 


of the world. It means children born into poverty 
and with little hope of even living.

the difference to school levies. 
"On the average," he said, 
"the suburbs raise almost $100 
more in school taxes per 
$25,000 home than the central 
cities." 


—Property taxes vary, too, 


For 
Northeastern cities surveyed, 
the typical tax on a 825,000 * 
home was $851, more than 40% 
above the nationwide average.

—Size of communities also 


shows up as a factor. The 
smallest cities studied — with 
populations of 25,000 to 50,000

The original editorial appeared in the 


Independent, and the News-Times, agreeing with 
the comment, reprinted the statement in their 
editorial columns. 


The Independent said: 
"It (the suggestion) was no doubt an innocent 


bit of speculation on means of getting new voters 
registered that prompted Gov. Exon to suggest 
perhaps high school principals could be deputized 
to register the new voters. The intent may have 
been valid, but the thought obviously had not 
been researched. 


•'If principals could register voters, why not 


labor unions or manufacturers' associations 
which have vested interests? Then you could 
have some real problems. 


"And if a principals office were to be used, 


and since the law requires that any eligible voter 
be allowed to register at regularly designated 
places, you wind up giving that individual a 
potentially 
larger 
task 
than that 
initially 


intended." 


On welfare, the Nebraska City News-Press 


complimented Nebraska Sen. Carl T. Curtis on 
the public welfare bill he now has before 
Congress. 


The News-Press said: "The Curtis bill calls 


upon states to establish and administer their 
own welfare program. The federal government 
would pick up a share of the cost, taking into 
consideration population, the need of the states, 
and their caseload. 


"Sen. Curtis' plan seems superior to the' 


one which would put numerous families on a 
dole by making federal grants to families in 
which there are individuals able to provide 
support." 


The Tri-City Tribune of the C p z a d , 


Gothenburg, Lexington a r e a , complimented 
federal officials for work now underway in the 
area 
of- meaningful federal help for 
the 


revitaliza'tion of rural America. 


The Tribune discussed 
a new R u r a l 


Enterprise and Community D e v e l o p m e n t 
Administration, which would operate as the farm 
credit system does in providing assistance to 
finance farm improvements. The T r i b u n e 
said; 


"This measure would offer better alternatives 


to those who are unable financially to make 
the grade in agriculture. It would make life 
more attractive to farmers as well as non- 
farmers in rural ar^s, by improving the public 


facilities within the communities. It would, in 
short, benefit everyone in rural America." 


Another issue of prime national importance 


was considered by the Norfolk Daily News which 
complimented President Richard M. Nixon on 
his recent announcement of his intention to visit 
Communist China before May 1972.

The Arab Follies 


Washington — The current round of crazy, mixed-up 


happenings in Libya, Sudan, Jordan and Morocco is part of 
a political shaking-down process apt to dominate the Arab 
world for years to come. 


The international trick is to live safely with the Arab 


Joseph Kraft 
on Issues 


follies. That implies a role for the United 
States—but a far more sharply defined role 
than Secretary of State William Rogers has 
been disposed to have this country play. 


The underlying political trend in the 


' Arab world is devolution away from colonial 
Kraft 
- 


and dynastic rule. In the years since world War II, Syria, then 
Lebanon, Iraq, Egypt, the Sudan, Libya, Tunisia, Algeria 
and Morocco have all thrown off foreign domination. In most 
of these countries a local dynasty kept in power as a tool of 
colonial rule has also gone down. 


The monarchs who survive naturally feel the backs 


of their 'necks with some 'anxiety. Any sign of internal 
trouble tends to precipitate harsh reaction. 


That explains the severe repression of the coup directed 


against the throne of King Hassan of \Morocco two weeks 
ago. It also explains King Hussein's relentless crackdown 
on the Palestine guerrillas whose efforts to harass Israel 
made them a menace to his own rule in Jordan. 


In almost all Arab countries the vacuum left by 


vanquished monarchy has been filled by the armed forces. 
But the military men tend to be divided in their approach 
to leadership. 
Bouncing Back and Forth 


Some favor khaki regimes, highly xenophobic in their 


dealings with the outside world and at home disciplined 
and puritanical. Others favor radical regimes, socialistic 
in internal politics and prepared to lean heavily on support 
from the Communist countries. 


Several Arab nations bounce back and forth between 


khaki and radical regimes. Syria and Iraq are two cases 
in point. A third is the Sudan. Last week, a group of 
radical officers ousted a khaki regime headed by Col. Jaafar 
el-Numeiry, and then were themselves ousted , by Col. 
Numeiry. 


This instability has made happy hunting grounds lor 


ambitious leaders keen to cut a figure in the world. President 
Nasser of Egypt used to mix deeply in the affairs of 
neighboring Arab countries. Now that role has been taken 
over by the Libyan strongman, Col. Muammar Qaddafi, 
the 29-year-old army officer who ousted King Idris two 
years ago. 


Col. Qaddafi claimed credit for the coup directed against 


King Hassan of Morocco. When his friend Col. Numeiry fell 
last week, Libyan airplanes forced a British commercial 
jet to land in Benghazi, and the'Libyan army kidnaped 
two Sudanese officers returning home'to join the new regime 
in Khartoum. 


The eventual outcome of these convolutions is a closed 


book. Nobody can say what kind of regime will suit the 
Arab countries, in the long run. But for the time being 
two points are clear. 
Tempting Target for Outsiders 


One is that the internal convulsions of Arab politics 


combine with the fight against Israel to make a tempting 
target for outside intervention. The Russians, in particular, 
have been playing off one party against the other the 
better to penetrate the Middle East and Africa. 


The second point is that there is not apt to be any 


early settlement between the Arabs and Israel. Competition 
for supremacy among Arab leaders makes it doubtful that 
any single ruler, even President Anwar Sadat of Egypt, 
can run the risk of making peace with the Israelis. Certainly 
the Israelis are not going to risk much for a bargain 
with such transitory regimes. 


In these circumstances the role of the United States

To enforce that interest, 
the American military presence in the Eastern Mediterranean 
needs to be underlined so that the Soviet Union understands 
there will be a price to pay for any monkey business. 


On the other hand, a more reserved position about

early Arab-Israeli 
settlement 
makes, snse. It 
is 


understandable that Secretary of State Rogers, given all 
the slurs cast on his role, would want to follow through 
on the various initiatives he has taken for a Middle Eastern 
settlement. Presumably Asst. Secretary Joseph Sisco is going 
to Israel this week with that in mind. 


But given the durability of the present inpasse, does 


the United States really want to create the illusion that 
it can get a settlement now? Does the President, having 
succeeded in h_is approach to Peking, have any interest 
in forcing the needless crisis in relation to Jerusalem?

Hijacker Wounds Pair

passenger. 


v. Neither was s e r i o u s l y 
Injured. The stewardess, Sue 
Bond, 29, Miami, was wounded 
in the left hand and Larry 
Evans was shot in the leg. Both 
were treated in Havana. 


The plane, with 83 persons 


aboard, returned to Miami 
about nine and a half hours 
later. The hijacker, taken off 
by Cuba militiamen who the 
pilot said "were not at all 
pleased," was not immediately 
identified. 


1-Capt. Joseph Watson said he 
ffid not know of the shooting 
and few of the passengers were 
aware of it until after the big 
pC8 had landed at Havana's 
jjose Marti Airport. 
- "The 'hijacker had a gun in 
his r i g h t hand and a stick of 


dynamite in his left," Watson 
said. "He was not on drugs, not 
drunk, but he was a 
bit 


nervous. There was nothing 
military about him. He was 
Latin, neatly dressed and in a 
gold shirt." 


Watson said that since this 


hijacking involved the first 
bloodshed on a U.S. flight

Washington (UPI) — Train 


crewmen fighting- an industry 
bid to change work rules 
extended their selective strike 
Saturday to a total of four1 
railroads. No agreement was in 
sight, and a fifth of the nation's 
rail 
freight capacity 
was 


choked off, with grain and coal 
shipments among the hardest 
hit. 


The United Transportation 


Union 
(UTU) 
struck 
the 


southern Pacific and Norfolk & 
Western Railroads at 3 a.m. 
CDT, nine days after closing 
down the Union Pacific and the 
Southern lines. 


Another joint bargaining ses- 


sion was set for 1 p.m. CST 
Sunday at the Labor Dept., 
but sources close to the talks 
said there was no way of tell- 
ing whether either side was 
ready to make concessions. 


The Sunday meeting was ar- 


ranged by assistant 
Labor 


Secretary W. J. Usery Jr. 
during a series of Saturday 
afternoon 
conferences with 


union and railroad officials. 
Usery, the Nixon administra- 
tion's chief labor troubleshoot- 
er, said he explored "some 
new ideas" with 'all the parties 
and that "the issues get tough- 
er as the strike spreads." 


The UTU widened its walkout 


after a 15-hour negotiating 
session lasting until 3:30 a.m. 
CDT failed 
to produce 
a 


settlement. 


The union has served notice 


it will strike six more lines next 
Friday. 


Usery said he felt the union 


was "very desirous" of an 
agreement during the latest 
talks. But Clyde Lane, the 
UTU's top negotiator, said no 
progress had been made and 
John P. Hiltz, head of the 
management team, had no 
comment.

Military Hospital's 
Drug Report Released 


Washington (UPI) -

John S. Monagan, D-Conn., 
Saturday released what he said 
were the first Vietnam military 
hospital reports on the number 
of U.S. servicemen treated for 
drug abuse. 


Monagan said he asked for 


the reports from the Defense 
Dept. May " 10 and received 
them July 20. He said the 
statistics "cloud and confuse 
the critical issue of the extent" 
of the drug problem among 
Vietnam soldiers. 


Monagan said the reports for 


the five-month period showed: 


—58 
deaths 
of

servicemen were attributable 
to drugs. 


—60% (696) of those treated 


and discharged from hospitals 
for drug-related reasons were 
diagnoseft as cases of narcotic 
addiction. 


—1,075 
servicemen 
were 


treated and discharged

drug-related reasons. 


—9,070 servicemen w e r e 


treated outside the hospital for 
drug-related reasons. 


—Nearly 80% of those treated 


and discharged for drug abuse 
were between the ages of 18 
and 21. 


—One person was treated for

reported

treated during the period. 


—612 servicemen 
w e r e 


treated during the five-month 
period 
under the 
amnesty 


program. 


"According to these hospital 


reports," Monagan said, "less 
than three-tenths of 1 per cent 
of 
the 
total 
number 
of 


servicemen in Vietnam have 
been treated and discharged 
from medical hospitals f o r 
narcotics addiction during the 
first 
five months of 
this 


year. 


"And 
yet the President's 


consultant recently estimated 
the heroin addiction rate at 
4.5%," he noted.

Monagan * said 
that 


according to U.S. Command 
statistics released last week, 
military police arrested 1,136 
U.S. soldiers in Vietnam on

alone. 
"Furthermore," he added, 


"the hospital reports show that

while other reports indicate 
that more than 8,000 G.I.'s have 
voluntarily turned themselves 
in for rehabilitation.

investigator John McBride, to include all home 
solicitation sales that involve a purchase of more 
than $10. Under the proposed new law, there 
would be a three-day "cooling off" period during 
which the buyer would have the right to cancel 
his order. 


Such a bill was introduced in the 1969 


Nebraska Legislature, but failed to pass. It would 
have established a three-lay cooling-off period 
in the state. Lincoln Sen. Roland Luedtke,.one 
of the bill's introducers, says the issue is not 
dead and further legislation along this line may 
be attempted.

Verne Pangborn believes the Nixon

officials responsible for Hill-Burton 
still have not provided regional offices 
with loan program guidelines. They've

Pangborn. 


Without them, Pangborn said such 


grant-approved projects as York and 
McCook hospital replacements and St. 
Catherine's expansion in Omaha can't 
move. 
They 
also 
seek 
l o a n 


assistance. 


In Washington, however, Sen. Carl 


Curtis feels confident after talking to a 
top staff member for the Senate 
Appropriations C o m m i t t e e that 
Congress will increase the Nixon 
budget of $85 million for grants plus 
loan money to about the same level as 
last year—around $172.2 million for all 
categories. 


Recommendation 
Nixon recommended only outpatient 


facilities 
($70 m i 11 i o n ) 
and 


rehabilitation projects ($15 million) be 
eligible for grants in the fiscal 1972 
appropriation — due this July 1. 


According to Curtis' information, 


HEW has taken the position that $300 
million a year being paid to hospitals 
for 
depreciation 
charges 
under 


Medicare and Medicaid should be 
enough to replace the grant programs 
for construction of hospital facilities. 


"I am told they take this stand on 


grounds that money for depreciation 
charges are being set aside to be used 
in meeting future construction needs," 
Curtis explained. 


The Nebraska Republican' senator 


also k n o w s w h a t h o s p i t a l 
administrators and board members 
tell him: that Medicare and Medicaid 
reimbursements aren't even .covering 
cost of patient care, much less" 
building up depreciation funds. 


Pangborn asks what are county and 


city 
government-related 
hospitals 


going 
to do to build up 
this 


depreciation money so it can turn into 
construction 
dollars? 
Government 


facilities can put depreciation on 
paper but not actually fund it, he 
said. 


Curtis indicates he will fight to delay 


any major change from grants to long- 
term subsidized loan programs until 
communities which have planned and 
obtained local financial support on the 
basis of the grant approach have their 
needs met. 


'Good Faith' 
"They've acted in good faith; so 


should Congress," Curtis said, noting 
projects in many instances have been 
delayed because they haven't yet been 
reached on the grant 
application 


waiting list. 


"I feel that the federal government 


has a real, though i m p l i e d , 
commitment to these hospitals," said 
the senator. 


Both he and Pangborn were among 


the first to realize that the loan 
p r o g r a m f o s t e r e d by the 
administration is not as good as it 
sounds.

Pangborn said statistics compiled by 


Lincoln bankers more than a year ago 
showed the tax-paying" patient would 
be better off footing the grant.

The state apparently won't have to 


pick up all the administrative work of 
the program, even under the Nixon 
proposal.

One of the big revenue "lifts" for' 


the state's general fund. m, the last 
fiscal year isn't expected to be nearly 
so robust during the current $971-72) 
fiscal year, experts say. : 


The combination of reduced short- 


term interest rates and. the Exon 
administration's deliberate policy of 
shrinking the size of the state's 
general fund reserve should result 
in a substantial reduction in earnings 
f r o m s t a t e "idle m o n e y " 
investments. 


During the fiscal year which ended 


June 30, interest from investment of 
idle general fund dollars plowed 
$7,145,617 back into the 
general 


fund. 


Some idea of the importance of 


that figure is that it is equal to 
slightly more than one-tenth of the 
state's total personal income ta^ 
take. 


Another comparison is that the $7.1 


million in interest earnings last year 
was . only behind the sales tax, the 
income tax and the cigaret tax as 
the major source of general fund 
revenue. The state's liquor and beer 
excise provided $6,666,338. 


State Investment Officer Fred S. 


Kuethe noted in 1970 short-term 
investments were commanding 9% 
interest at the first of the year. That 
rate was down to about 8% by mid- 
1970, on its way to much lower 
reaches. 


Now, Kuethe said the short-term 


interest earnings rate is about 4.5%, 
a level "I don't think will change 
much for the rest of the year."

A year ago, the general fund 


balance was in the $50 million 
range. 


However the -Exon administration 


counted on the general fund reserve 
to pay for much of the appropriation 
increase authorized by the governor 
and the Legislature for 1971-72. 


There 
have^ been estimates the 


general fund balance" may be slimmed 
down to approximately $10 million 
by mid-1972. 


Kuethe said general fund dollars 


specified by State Treasurer Wayne 
Swanson as not immediately needed 
to cover appropriated expenditures 
wind up in short-term 
investments 


of from four to six months. 


That contrasts with some cash fund 


investments, particularly h i g h w a y 
cash, where the short-term purchase 
averages about one month, Kuethe 
reported. 


There have been no estimates yet 


on how much dollar help interest 
earnings on short-term investments 
will supply to the general fund for 
the current fiscal year. 


Such an estimate must be made, 


however, by the State Board of 
Equalization when it comes 
to 


determining what rates must be 
established for the sales and income 
taxes, to cover appropriation 
needs.

"People were never exposed 


to the black experience in 
public schools," Ray Shepard, 
a 1959 Lincoln High graduate 
who has been teaching NIT 
summer school courses in 
black 
literature, 
explained. 


"But through the community, 
we were introduced to black 
literature — at least 
the 


poets." 


The quest became more 


vocal, he continued, in the 
1960s. 


"The kids who went South 


with CORE and SNCC fighting 
obvious signs of American 
racism," he said, came home 
disillusioned. And they found 
their universities were racist 
too. They were moved to 
demand that the universities 
meet their needs." 


What they were saying, he 


said, was "give me the tools to 
explore my existence." 


Black studies were installed 


on university campuses. 


Shepard's interest in black 


studies centers primarily on 
black literature. He is an 
assistant professor of black 
studies at Brandeis University 
in Waltham, Mass., where he 
teaches 
courses 
in 
the 


development of the black novel 
and education and a black 
drama seminar. 
Disservice 
White students, he said, do 


not enrol in the black studies 
courses there because of "a 
willingness 
to 
avoid 
an 


unpleasant experience coupled 
with 
an 
i n t e l l e c t u a l 


snobbery." 


Education 
in 
the 
U.S. 


generally, he said, has long 
done a disservice to the black 
s t u d e n t 
a n d 
b l a c k 


community. 


" A n y t i m e 
the 
word 


'American' is used, it's 
a 


synonym for 'white' which is 
nothing more than cultural arro- 
gance," Shepard charged. 


"Black people in this state 


pay a tremendous amount of 
taxes and receive very little 
service in r e t u r n , 1 ' he 
continued. "The University of 
Nebraska, for instance, trains 
teachers to miseducate black 
children. It is the responsibility 
of black studies politicize the 
black community to the way it 
is exploited." 


He described the programs at 


NU as "a mockery of black 
studies." 


"Who ever heard of whites 


teaching about the black experi- 
ence? They just a r e n ' t 
prepared." 


The 
responsibility 
for 


eliminating the mockery and 
making the university more 
responsive to black needs, he 
said, lies with the black 
students who have not "shaken 
the university" yet. 


The University of Nebraska, 


Shepard ;said, is simply not 
serving the needs of the blacks 
while "just a few miles away 
the University of Iowa is doing 
exciting 
things 
in 
black 


literature." 


He also charged that the 


community in general shows a 
"disregard of black life." 
'Disregard' 
"You 
can yell 'Black is 


beautiful' all you want. But 
when some kid on 22nd and 
Vine can be shot and the whole 
emergency and m e d i c a l 
services drag so he dies from 
lack of care and the man who 
shot him is not punished — 
what good does the yelling do? 
There is simply a disregard for 
black life." 


"Universities should train 


people to change that reality," 
he said. 


Some of the awareness of 


black studies is filtering down 
to the lower grades, he said. 
"But with 99.9% of the teachers 
of black children being white, 
the filtering process is slow." 


And while there has been 


some move to incorporate the 
black experience into over-all 
studies, he said, that is a low 
priority. 


"I wish teaching about the 


black experience had even one- 
tenth the priority of the football- 
team here," he said. 


Shepard, who graduated from 


NU in 1967 and received a 
masters from Harvard, gives 
literature a 
high 
personal 


priority. 


He has two books due for 


release in 1972 written for the 8- 
to-12 age group. 


The first, "Warball," which 


he described as a story "about 
a young boy learning about 
himself," will be published in 
the spring of 1972 by E. P. 
Dutton. " W a r b a l l " was 
recently honored by the Council 
on 
Interracial 
Books 
For 


Children. 


A second book, which 
is 


tentatively titled "A Biography 
of Jack Johnson," will be 
published in the fall of 1972 by 
Doubleday. 


And 
while 
teaching 
in 


Nebraska this summer, 
he's 


doing research on two more 
books about which he'll only 
say 
"They 
take place in 


Nebraska."

Liquor Control Commission has 
the feeling that liquor retailers, 
given the choice of being fined 
or closing their establishments 
when found guilty of infracting 
the state liquor laws, will 
choose the fine.

anticipate such a reaction when 
LB231 goes into effect next 
month. 


P a s s e d 
'by 
the 
1971 


Legislature, the law gives the 
retail liquor licensee a choice 
whereby, if he so desires, he 
can pay a penalty of $50 a day 
for the first offense and $100 a 
day for succeeding offenses. 
The Liquor Commission retains 
sole authority to determine the 
number of days involved hi the 
citation. 


Senators feel the new law will 


raise substantial sums for the 
state school fund. 


When a licensee has been 


found in violation of a state 
liquor law and the number of 
days involved in the citation 
has been determined by the 
commission, the licensee has 
one week in which to inform 
the commission whether he 
chooses 
the 
fine 
or 
the 


closing. 


Commission member 
Ray 


Osborn said he would need to 
see the law in operation before 
c o m m e n t i n g . Since the 
commission 
has 
had 
no 


experience with it, he said, it 
might be found that some 
retailers would want the fine 
and some would not. 


It was pointed out that under 


present law a retailer is forced 
to close 
for a 
prescribed 


number of days, being deprived 
of his earning capacity during 
that time. 


If the retailer chooses to pay 


a fine under the new law, it

Identical blue, block-long new Cadillacs, personalized license 
plates for each chief executive and white-gloved state 
patrolmen serving as drivers. Those were some of the 
flourishes recalled from the 10th Midwestern 
Governors 


Conference in South Sioux City last week. 


Co-hosted by Nebraskana and Iowa, the four-day session 


was about the last direct legacy from Nobby Tiemarm 
to Jim Exon. Tiemann had set it up during what turned 
out to be the Summer of His False Confidence. It was the 
second such gubernatorial pow-wow in Nebraska. Those at 
the first one, in Omahha, will never forget how it came 
unglued with the stunning news of President Kennedy's 
assassination. 


Tragedy did not mar the 1971 conference. But there 


was at least one farewell. 


Louie B. Nunn leaves office in December as Kentucky's 


governor. He's constitutionally stopped from seeking re- 
election. (Who remembers how Nunn's election in 1967 was 
was trumpeted — correctly — as a signal Republicans would 
win the presidency in 1968?) 


Now freed of the restraints usually self-imposed on 


politicans wanting to please, Nunn spiced his essay on the 
so-called "fiscal crunch" with Kentucky wit and twang. 


He agreed that when a man says "it's not the money 


but the principle, it's usually the money." 


Republican Nunn quicky endeared himself to Democrat 


Exon, who was puffing away on long, thin cigars. Some of 
the governor's money woes, Nunn said, "are of our own 
making," refusing to say NO often enough. At the same time, 
Nuno allowed he had play a little politics with executive 
budgets dispatched to the Kentucky legislature. 


Tougher Than Murder Case 


A one-time district attorney, freshman Gov. David Hall 


of Oklahoma said no murder case he ever prosecuted was 
as tough as dealing with his legislature. Another rookie, 
Gov. John J. Gilligan of Ohio, cheerfully engaged in self- 
depreciation in eomments about federal-state fiscal relations. 
Gilligan promised to "fathom the unfathomable, decipher 
the undecipherable, screw the unscrutable." Nunn wrily 
observed that federal revenue-sharing was the absolute magic 
tonic former Minnesota Gov. Harold Levander used to 
prescribe for any and all state government ailments. 


That evoked a grin on the face of the current Min- 


nesota chieftain, rugged Wendell Anderson. A member of 
the 1956 U.S. Olympic hockey team and looking as if he 
could play flanker tomorrow for the Minnesota Vikings, 
Anderson reported he came to the conference essentially 
to get away from a mighty quarrelsome legislature. Well 
he did, too. 


Anderson's wife, Mary, wowed the assemblage as the 


picture postcard American girl, hot pants and all.

Difficulty for Federal System 


Midwestern Governors Conferences have developed 


predictable patterns. The formal schedule is half-fun, half- 
work, with the usually more important informal agenda 
heavily weighted to politics, especially during election years. 
No election occurring this year and no Midwestern governor 
much involved in national moving and shaking, the national 
media people despaired at South Sioux City. 


But if they were reflective journalists, instead of 


creatures harried by momentary deadlines and money- 
weighted competitive pressures, there were important — 
although not new — stories at the conference. 


One difficulty of the federal system in an in- 


tensely industrialized nation where 210 million citizens are 
grossly maldistributed, geographically. How is it possible, 
asked Missouri's wise and battle-worn Gov. Warren Hearner, 
to come up with a uniform, national welfare standard? 


In some places, that standard would exceed the 


prevailing wage pattern, Hearnes said. 


How to design national programs that please both people 


and industry-rich Ohio and Michigan, and the sparsely-settled 
Dakotas at the same tune? Well might Govs. Dick Kneip 
of South Dakota and the scholarly Bill Guy of North Dakota, 
both Democrats, applaud the opening to Red China made 
by a Republican President. Kneip and Guy want to sell 
Dakota wheat in Asia. 


And where Ohio's Democrat Gilligan sees real merit 


in federal aid going directly to his state's swarm of urban 
centers above 100,000, Guy leans toward the Nixon revenue- 
sharing scheme. In terms of what are conceived as guiding 
principles, there are very sharp divisions among states 
making up the Midwestern conference.

Another story from South Sioux City of wider civic 


discussion goes to the core of the American democratic 
experiment. 


In several ways, the question asked last week but never 


answered was: Why should government be any better or 
do more than the majority oof citizens want? Most governors 
agreed voters would regularly oppose tax laws, if the 
referendum process was an easy one. Public services, yes. 
Paying for them, no. 


Another aspect of the same question is what impells 


some political figures to be more responsible than they judge 
their constituency? After all, the number of short-run citizens 
is almost always greater than those motivated by long-run 
considerations. 


A final note: Iowa Gov. Bob Ray, a Republican, was 


sandwiched between Democrats Exon and Kneip in a farm 
program panel. A suggestion made to Ray was that he 
conclude his paper with the statement: "I've never seen 
a happy farmer." He didn't say it.

Mrs. Richard Grimes and Miss Lida 


O'Neill are two women with better- 
than-average horse sense. 


Mrs. Grimes, who is an "exercise 


boy," and Miss O'Neill, who ponies 
horses, are working at the State 
Fairgrounds races in Lincoln. 


Although they admit'their jobs are 


somewhat unusual for women, both 
are enthusiastic about their work. 


Lots of Elding 


As an "exercise boy," Mrs.. Grimes 


takes each of the horses that she is 
responsible for around the track twice 
in the morning (one mile), often riding 
as much as. eight miles in a morning. 


In addition she exercises horses in 


the afternoon, and takes the horses to 
the post before the race. 


Ponying horses, Miss O'Neill's job, 


means riding a saddle horse with the 
racehorse in a shank (lead strap) 
running along side. 


"We pony the horse if he is too sore 


and we need to keep a rider's weight 
off him, or if he's, too tough for a 
gallop boy to handle or if he's already 
fit and doesn't need to gallop," Miss 
O'Neill explained. 


"My father kids me and tells me I 


do it for the glamor," Miss O'Neill 
laughingly added. 


'W-h-o-a' 
But before all the female horse 


racing fans rush out to get their 
exercise boy licenses, w-h-o-a there. 


A closer examination of their work 


seems to indicate that muoh of t h e 
glamor is fictional. 


How glamorous does it sound to 


clean out the stalls every day? Or 


• nurse a sick horse? Or patch up his 


wounds after a race? 


"We're the horse's mother," Miss 


O'Neill said. — "Only problem is you 
can't housebreak horses." 


Long Day 
The women work six days a week

beginning at 5 a.m. each morning and 
often not ending until 9:30 p.m. 


The size of their paycheck depends 


entirely on the number of horses they 
exercise.

Furthermore, few with long hair 
would want to cram it into a hot, 
heavy helmet as Miss O'Neill does 
each day.

O'Neill has two, Mrs. Grimes, three. 
Most women just wouldn't want to get 
as dirty as they do, Mrs. Grimes and 
Miss O'Neill agreed'. 


Love of Horses 
But in spite of the hard work and the 


dirt, a love for horses outweighs all 
the disadvantages for them. 


"You get attached to horses, just

Furniture History Traced Through Hardy's 100 Years

A glittering assortment of plastics, 


glass and chrome has invaded what 
was once the stronghold of 
the 


bentwood rocker and O r i e n t a l 
carpet—the furniture store. But a 
century's time also has perpetuated 
several "timeless" home furnishing 
styles. 


The 
windows of 
one 
Lincoln 


firm—the Hardy Furniture Co.—have 
housed a fascinating 100-year array of 
changing furniture materials 
and 


styles. 


Founded in 1871 by Harvey Wesley 


Hardy, just three years after Lincoln's 
incorporation 
as 
a 
second-class 


--village—and before city streets and 
sidewalks had been laid out—the 
company has grown from a one-room 
"store" with false front to the present 
five-story building at 1314 0 St., 
with three-story annex at 126 No. 14th 
St. 


Difficult Periods 
The founder's son William took over 


the company in 1887, and was joined in 
1893 by brother Emory. The brother- 
partnership saw the firm through 
several difficult periods, notably the 
Panic of 1893 and the crop-failure 
years of 1893 to 1896. 


Philip S. Hardy, grandson of the 


founder, became company president in. 
1935 to see the firm through much of 
its modern growth period, including a 
remodeling and "face-lift" in 1958. 


The store was sold Aug. 1, 1966, to 


Henry Freed of Chadron, C. H. Baer of 


York and Alvie Payne of Kearney, 
representing Ak-Sar-Ben Stores, Inc., 
with which it is presently affiliated. 


Marvels 
Marvels of the store's early years 


included a waterpowered elevator, 
the first of its kind in the entire 
Midwest, 
and 
The Village, 
an 


intriguing set of detailed, complete 
homes with tile "streets" 
which 


proved a drawing card for customers, 
sightseers 
and furniture 
dealers 


alike.

The years of growth and change 


have seen many innovations in home 
furnishings, most notably in the 
changeover to mass production; with 
its 
accompanying proliferation of 


materials, styles and price ranges. 


Supply and demand have made 


inroads into the craftsman's tradition 
of meticulously worked solid woods 
and hand-rubbed finishes, though 
something of this tradition remains in 
the manufacture of higher-priced 
"period" furniture such as French 
Provincial. 


The traditional English and French 


period styles have remained popular 
for their "timeless" qualities, and 
decorators fully expect to see them in 
use for many years to come. 


Popularity Gain 
Colored finishes, antiquing, lacquer 


and various veneers have largely 
replaced the dark, mellow "true" 
wood finishes of yesteryear,, and 
lighter wood finishes have been 
steadily gaining in popularity since the 


influx of Early American styles in the 
1950s and Danish Modern in the 
1960s. 


Plastics and other s y n t h e t i c 


materials 
have 
greatly 
altered 


traditional furniture design concepts, 
and have contributed a wealth of 
unusual shapes and colors. 


The dark, restful parlor of the past 


witfi its potted ferns and somewhat 
massive articles of furniture has been 
largely replaced 
by a 
fresher, 


brighter, more comfortable 
living 


room scheme. 


This is due in part, theorized a

Greater Choice 
Though the proliferation of styles 


and materials sometimes has meant 
sacrificing quality for variety, today's 
homeowner has choices far beyond 
those of his pre-turn-of-the-century 
counterpart.

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Her Loves Include Students, Junk Metal

"My life has been a tapestry 
Of rich and royal hue 
An everlasting vision 
Of the everchanging view . . ." 


The words of songwriter Carole King could 


describe Mrs. Olga Stepanek's life — only her 
tapestry most likely would be a "junk" metal 
collage. 


Mrs. Stepanek, who has made over 175 metal 


collages and wood reliefs, does not call herself 
an artist but rather classifies her work as a "craft." 


"I never took an art course in my life," she 


related, "and all of a sudden, in about 1964, I 
started dabbling " 


She never took art instruction because she 


thought "it would be more of a challenge to see 
what I could do on my own," and if one considers 
the creativity of her work, she doesn't seem to 
need an art course. 


Although some of her first pieces were cloth 


and rice paper collages, Mrs. Stepanek feels she 
has been most successful in making metal collages, 
which she creates in her basement from old car 
radiators, washboards, copper scraps and other junk 
metal. 


She pounds and scours the metal with steel 


wool and mounts the pieces in fascinating combina- 
tions of textures and designs. 


'Not Really Art' 


"It's not really art," she says, "but it's gratify- 


ing to know that my work can give some people 
pleasure." 


Although she disclaims any drawing talent, she 


often experiments with pen and ink sketches while 
watching 
TV, 
calling 
the 
final 
product 
a 


"doodle"—but she has sold many of her doodles. 


Mrs. Stepanek's only affiliation—"I'm not a club 


person"—is the Lincoln Artists Guild She has had 


Mrs. Stepanek and one of her favor- 
ite wood reliefs, 'Full Moon Over 


The Barrio.' 


exhibits in their annual show every year since 
1964, in addition to several of her own shows in 
Lincoln. 


The walls of her spacious home are filled with 


beautiful metal sculptures and collages of metal, 
wood, paper and cloth. 


However, as Mrs. Stepanek hastens to add, 


"my art is only a sideline." 


Teaches English 


The work she enjoys most is her position 


as assistant professor at the University of Nebraska 
in charge of teaching English to foreign students. 


Teaching in this capacity for 11 years, she 


finds it fascinating to teach students from all over 
the world. "They're much more diligent than 
American students—they want so badly to do well," 
she commented. 


"When I first began teaching, there were very 


few Orientals in my class, but now about 85% 
of the students are from the Orient, most of them 
from Hong Kong," she said. 


Mrs. Stepanek and her assistant teach about 


80 to 90 students a year at the intermediate or 
advanced level, meaning that these students have 
a basic understanding of English but need help 
mainly in conversational English. 


"We concentrate 
on oral discussion 
and 


vocabulary building and help them with the more 
difficult aspects of the language such as idioms 
like 'look it up' and prepositions, she explained. 


To Hong Kong 


Since so many of her students are from Hong 


Kong, Mrs. Stepanek and one of her four daughters 
traveled to the Orient this summer. 


She was impressed by the beauty of the Orient, 


but most of all she came back "realizing what 
space means." 


"Students who come to my house are aghast 


to think that I live alone and now I see why," 
sihe said "If this house was in Hong Kong there 
would be 50 people living in it." 


There are 2,800 people per acre in some parts 


of Hong Kong, she said, and "eleven million people 
live in Tokyo, imagine that ... you rent so many 
feet of space there." 


She found other aspects of the Oriental culture 


interesting, such as her visit to an optical company 
in Hong Kong where the men work 14 hoars a 
day, 7 days a week. "There is no such thing 
as an 8-hour day there, and some work even longer. 
"But everyone seemed to be prosperous, well-dress- 
ed and businesslike," she added. 


And she was impressed with the children too. 


"Everyone seems so happy; the enure time I was 
there, I didn't see one child crying." 


But Mrs. Stepanek has more than her memories 


of her trip to the Orient to occupy her time. 
In addition to her art work, she enjoys reading and 
collecting art books. 


Slim and attractive, she also practices yoga an 


hour every day. 


Mrs. Stepanek, who has 11 grandchildren, 


laughingly added, "I can do bends my grandchildren 
can't do."

Psychiatrists, long concerned 
with the phases individuals 
grow through from infancy to 
adulthood, are now learning 
that there are three distinct 
phases of adulthood between 
which the transition periods 
can be as stormy and difficult 
as adolescence. 


Dr. Herbert L. Klemme, one 


of the psychiatrists who has 
helped formulate current- 
concepts of adult development, 
believes that failure to revive 
the difficulties of transition 
from 
young 
adulthood 
to 


middle-age helps espials the 
high 
rates 
of 
alcoholism, 


depression, suicide, divorce 
and similar 
problems that 


occur during this period. 


Klemme, who heads 
the 


Industrial Mental H e a l t h 
Division of the world famous 
Menninger Foundation here, 
calls the period "the mid-life 
crisis." He believes it explains 
why many highly creative and 
industrious persons burn out by 
their mid-30's and why others 
blossom only after that age. 


"The transition from young 


adulthood to mature adulthood 
is equal in difficulty to any 
other period of transition in the 
growth and development of 
people," Klemme said. 


He cites the work of Dr. 


David L. G u t m a n n , 
a 


University of 
M i c h i g a n 


psychologist whose studies of 
adult men led to a formulation 
of the phases of adulthood as 
follows: 


—Alloplastic mastery — The 


period roughly from ages 21 to 
35 in which the young adult 
strives to achieve mastery over 
the external 
world, seeking 


material gam and approval of 
others. 


—Autoplastic mastery —The 


m i d d l e a g e o f 
l i f e , 


approximately from. 35 to 60, 
when a person's interests turn 
inward to achieve self-mastery 
Activities that offer personal 
s a t i s f a c t i o n stem most 
important. 


—Omniplastic mastery 
— 


The old-age period, from 60 or 
so until death, when a person 
who has successfully met the 
tests of earlier periods often 
turns his attention to broader 
concerns such as altruistic 
causes and social issues. 


Klemme said that although 


the phases are normal, not all 
persons pass through all of 


them: 
"Some people 
get 


fixated', or hung up, at one 
particular stage that hasn't 
been successfully 
negotiated. 


They may spend the rest of 
their life making futile at- 
tempts to work it through." 


Quite often, he said, the 


person who has thought of 
himself as successful during 
young adulthood b e c o m e s 
disenchanted with bis work, his 
wife, even his whole life style, 
when entering the 
middle 


period. He may come to believe 
that whac he is doing fao longer 
seems important, or fulfilling. 


"A man in his late thirties 


may 
resume 
extra-marital 


dating 
b e h a v i o r 
more 


characteristic of his earlier 20's 
and enjoy the relative comfort 
of behavior already learned, 
perhaps to avoid the pain of 
a d v a n c i n g 
to 
another 


developmental level," Klemme 
said. 


He believes that the difficulty 


of the mid-life crisis is so great 
that failure to make the transit 
smoothly can begin a long 
process of personal frustration 
and failure. 


To restore 
a s e n s e of 


excitment, man may resort to 
risk-taking behavior, indulging 


in rigorous physical activities 
or investing in risky stock 
ventures — a common symp- 
tom, according to Klemme, of 
middle-aged 
physicians 
and 


dentists. 


Those who weather the crisis, 


Klemme said, often do it by 
finding new meaning hi their 
work or by switching to a more 
satisfying career. .

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The sound of Sunday in Lincoln comes from bells like these which call some 77,766 church members 


to 161 individual churches. 


More Members Give Less Locally 


Church membership in Lin- 


coln ran higher than the na- 
tional average in 1970, but giv- 
ing by Lincoln church people 
rated below the national norm, 
according to information com- 
piled by the Lincoln Fellowship 
of Churches for its 1971 Lin- 
c o l n Directory of Churches, 
Clergymen and Religious Or- 
ganizations, published t h i s 
month. 


The church directory lists in- 


formation obtained from all 161 
individual churches of all faiths 
in Lincoln. It shows a total 
church membership of 77,766 
for Lincoln, which does not in- 
clude Protestant children be- 
cause most denominations do 
not count children as official 
members until they are "con- 
firmed." 


When adjustment is made to 


include Protestant children, the 
total figure becomes 98,703 or 
G6% of the 1970 population of 
149.518. This is 3.6% above the 
national percentage of 62.4 as 
reported in the 1371 Yearbook 
of American Churches, pub- 
lished by the National Council 
of Churches. 


In the financial area, how- 


ever, the directory indicates 
Lincoln is below the national 
norm 
Nationally, giving for 


1970 averaged $87 per member, 
according to the yearbook. In 
Lincoln, church members gave 
a total of $5,259,671 to all church 
causes and activities (exclud- 
ing building projects) or $67 64 
per member.

The church directory indi- 


cates churches and religious 
organizations located in Lin- 
coln employ a total of 1,101 
full-time persons, of whom 227 
are ordained clergymen, and 


1,354 
persons in part-time posi- 


tions such as office workers, 
musicians and custodians. The 
Lincoln Fellowship of Churches 
estimates this employment pro- 
vides an annual payroll of S4,- 
689,000 for the City of Lincoln. 


The employe and payroll to- 


tals do not include church-re- 
lated institutions such as Ne- 
braska 
Wesleyan University, 


Union College, other schools, 
hospitals or retirement, care 
and nursing homes. 


The new directory also re- 


ports the results of a survey 
of church-owned lands within 
the city limits, conducted by 


University of Nebraska grad- 
uate student, Peter Osrun. He 
found Lincoln churches own 
466 parcels of land, or a total 
of 533.3 acres, which is 2% of 
the land within the city limits.

urging men of draft age and 
others to join the protest 
against the draft.

symptom," the

"Most of the people, who come to the window simply 


don't know where to cash their winning tickets," he explains. 
"They just don't know where to go if they do win." 


But then there are others, such as the day a jockey 


was thrown off his horse. 


"This one lady came to the window and she was furious," 


Don recalls. "When I told her the track didn't make refunds 
in such cases, she told me where I could put her ticket 
and she wasn't very nice about it.' 


When the record exacta payoff occurred earlier this season, 


one bettor found an exacta ticket on the ground that had 
been altered to correspond to the winning numbers and thought 
he had something. 


"He brought it to my window to cash, but it was obvious 


it had been changed, probably as a joke by someone, then 
thrown away," Jones relates, "But 
this guy really thought 


he had something. 


"Last year the exacta caused a lot of problems because 


women would come to the window trying to cash a 1-3 exacta 
ticket when the winning combinations was 3-1. 


"They'd have the right ticket some place, but they'd have 


to rummage through their purses then to find the right one."

Jones also receives an occasional visit from & bettor 


claiming he was short-changed at a seller's window. 


"You'll occasionally get a guy, who will claim he gave 


the seller a twenty and didn't get his change," according 
to Jones. "About all you can do is send them back to the 
window to see if the seller remembers them. 


"I had one fellow, who claimed he was short-changed 


by $80 and I told him to go back to the window and check. 
He couldn't even remember which window it was and he 
never came back." 


His worst tongue lashing, he recalls, came from three 


elderly ladies over a photo-finish decision they had objected 
to. 


"They really chewed me out," he recalls, "And they used 


some words I didn't think they would even know." 


So what does he do when such a thing happens? "Just 


, smile and let 'em go," he responds.

Mild-mannered Bob Lemon sits 
in the dugout of the suprising 
Kansas City Royals, his face 
dead serious, his body rarely 
twitching a muscle, his eyes 
preoccupied with the baseball 
diamond, his thoughts confined 
strictly to himself. 


His feet are cocked on the 


steps, his chin rests in his 
hand, his elbow fixed on a 
pedestal . c o n t a i n i n g 
a 


clipboard. 


The 
pitcher 
is 
w i l d , 


somebody cracks out a hit, 
there's a walk or two and 
another hit, and fche Royals find 
themselves trailing the op- 
position. Now there's an error, 
and more runs spill across the 
plate. 


Still, Lemon, 
the Royals 


manager, remains the same 
motionless, unruffled silhouette, 
his mind sifting ideas silently, 
his ears deaf to the crowd's 


disappointment. 


This is the man who became 


manager of the Royals little 
more than a year ago and has 
molded them into a team that 
has a healthy grip on second 
place in the American League 
West. 


Lemon, one of the great 


pitchers of his time with the 
Cleveland Indians, is now 50. 
He probably is like no other 
present major league manager. 
He doesn't possess the temper 
of a Leo Durocher, the flare for 
showmanship of a Ralph Houk, 
the moodiness 
of

Ted 


Williams, the sharp tongue of a 
Billy Martin or the scholarly 
qualities of a Walter Alston. 


Lemon takes a distinct soft 


approach. He has his own way 
of getting next to his players, 
and he could get a patent on his 
methods without any question. 
Ask any player or coach with 
the Royals about Lemon, and 


you get pretty much the same 
answer: 


"Lem is honest. Too darned 


honest. He never second guess- 
es you. He's patient. He's firm.

even though he is not a 
disciplinarian in the true sense 
of the word. 


"If a player does wrong," 


Lemon says, "I tell him so. I 
tell him ... 
nobody else. If it 


happens in a game, I keep it 
inside of me the rest of the 
game and then take him off 
and talk to him personally. 
That's just my way of dealing 
with people. 


"Whatever comes, I d e a l 


with it at the ball park. I don't 
take it h o m e with me, I 


never did even as a player . . . 
not even when I got kicked put 


» 
of a game, and I did two or 
three times. Usually when I 
didn't have anything on the 
ball, and I saved myself a lot of 
embarrassment 
by

kicked out of the game."

Word comes from the Colt Firearms Co., one of the oldest

Severe weather last winter 


did not have the drastic effect

is down about 7 per cent from 
1970 but is still more than 12 
per cent above the 1969 level.

whites reflects only the breed- 
ing population on hand, and a 
successful summer of nesting 
could mean a bounty of quail 
this fall.

Combination Event Popular 


Last week at the first annual Plum Creek Rendezvous 


near Seward, the black powder shooters had an event called 
the "Seneca run," which combined shooting skills with several 
others. 


The contestants had to throw a tomahawk at a target, 


run down to a nearby lake, leap into a canoe and paddle 
a specified distance, then shoot at a target while still in 
the canoe. Then they had to paddle back to shore, run another 
specified distance and build a fire with flint and steel.

Kearney — The winds of the 


past 
blow curious and in- 


teresting 
items 
onto 
the 


doorstep of the present. 


This is why history, par- 


ticularly localized Nebraska 
history, is such a compelling 
magnet to many who live in 
the Comhusker State. And this 
is what led the rambling 
Munger family to visit Ft. 
Kearny State Hisorical Park 
near here. 


We had planned "short shot" 


damping trips of an hour or 
so drive from the Capital City, 
'but the lure of Ft. Kearny 
forced us to make the jaunt 
here, a journey of about three 
hours. To us, it was well worth 
it. 


But campers should know 


that you do not camp at Ft. 
Kearny. Instead y o u travel 
about %-mile east and a mile 
north to the Kearney State 
Recreation Area. There one 


finds campsites for about 50 
rigs, cottonwood trees aplenty, 
an 
unsupervised swimming 


beach at a nearby sandpit and 
s p o t l e s s l y 
clean 
toilet 


facilities. 


They even provide rustic 


wood boxes full of firewood for 
those who enjoy a campfire at 
night in the fireplaces at every 
site, the only one to do so in 
our short tour so far. In most 
of them you either bring your 
own charcoal or wood or do 
"without. 


Ft. Kearny is no newcomer 


to the line of state parks in 
Nebraska. The fort itself goes 
back to 1848, when construction 
first began. But after it had 
served its purpose of protect- 
ing the flood of pioneers that 
swept across the prairies it 
was abandoned, in 1871, and 
t h e 
l a n d 
g i v e n 
t o 


homesteaders. 


In a few years only the huge 


cottonwoods surrounding the 
parade 
grounds, 
and 
the 


remains of the earthworks 
fortifications marked the place. 
But it was 1928 before any 
concrete attempts to preserve 
the fort were made. The Fort 
Kearney Memorial Association 
was formed, funds were raised 
and the 40 acres on which the 
buildings of the post had stood 
were purchased. Title to it was 
offered 
to 
the 
State 
of 


Nebraska in 1929, and the site 
was established as a state 
park. 


In 1960 the State Game and 


Parks Commission and the 
State Historical Society made 
a cooperative agreement to do 
the research work necessary 
to restore the fort, and this 
work has been done. 


It now boasts a pretentious 


visitor information center and 
museum, a rebuilt stockade on 
the earthwork fortifications, a 
restored parade grounds and 
an adobe blacksmith shop with 
a sod roof and all the tools 
of the trade as used at the 
t i m e 
t h e 
f o r t 
w a s 


operative. 


A stroll through the grounds 


is a walk in history. In- 
terpretive signs tell the story 
of how the fort was named 
for 
the 
illustrious 
soldier, 


Stephen W. Kearny; and how 
the post served as an im- 
portant stop on the Pony Ex- 
press route in 1860-61.

Wildlife, Autos 
Can Safely 
Be Protected 
Statistics 
from 
Germany 


show there may be procedures 
that can be taken to reduce 
damages and injury from ac- 
cidents involving wildlife and 
automobiles, the W i l d l i f e 
Management Institute reports. 


Records on wildlife-auto ac- 


cidents in Germany show that 
four out of five accidents occur 
where there are no road signs 
giving advance warning of the 
possibility. Two out of three 
accidents involving deer occur 
during the breeding season, 
and the most dangerous time of 
day is dusk, when one third of 
the accidents occur. 


Germany experiences some 


300,000 road accidents a year 
involving wild animals. An 
average of 30 people are killed 
and about 2,000 are injured. 
Wildlife losses include 60,000 
deer and 120,000 ahres. Property 
damage amounts to roughly 50 
million marks ($14% million).

Mite No Spider, 
But He Hurts Tree 


This is the time of year when 


bugs really "bug" not o n l y 
plants but also people. Part of 
this irritation comes from the 
fact that some insects are 
extremely hard to find. 


Two excellent examples of 


this 
are 
red 
spider 
and 


bagworm. First, red spider is 
not a spider at all, but a tiny 
mite no bigger than a fly 
speck. Right now he is in- 
f lie t i n g serious damage, 
particularly 
among 
spruce 


trees. 
, 
In an evergreen that is under 


attack from red spider mites, 
a sickly brown appearance 
develops within the plant and 
then works out. After you have 
diagnosed a case or two, you'll 
be able to drive throughout the 
city spotting damage simply 
from the overall appearance of 
the trees. 
Do Specks Smear? 
To discover if Mr. Spider 


mite is present, take a large 
sheet of white or light colored 
paper and place it under a 
bough. Then shake the bough 
vigorously. 
Specks will appear on the 
paper whether spider mite is 
present or not. But take a 
finger and rub these specks. 
If 
they smear red, green 


brown or black, the pesky little 
mite is at work.

discover bagworms when they 
know that the plant that the 
worm inhabitants quakes gently 
simply from the movement of 
the pests.

sprays can, with patience and 
persistence, simply pick off the 
bagworms. 


The chemical, sevin, does a 


fairly good job on these pests. 
Try to observe when the 
bagworms are actively feeding 
and spray at that time.

used for drinking water. No 
immediate ill effects 
were 


noted in the residents, but 
children drinking this water 
suffered from gout, uremia and 
kidney diseases 
when they 


were 25-30 years old. 


Most of us are accumulating 


lead from the air we breathe, 
however, not ingesting it with 
our food and drink. The federal 
Environmental 
Protection 


Agency showed in April that 
lead in the air is increasing 
s i g n i f i c a n t l y in several 
monitored areas. During the 
period from 1961-1962 to 1968- 
1969, .increases of 13-33% oc- 
curred in Cincinnati, 33-64% in 
Los Anglees, and 2-36% in 
Philadelphia.

Garden Gossip 


Time to Watch 
For Webworms 


Firm Told to Act on Grievances 


By EMERY W. NELSON 
County Extension Agent 
The time has arrived when 


we can expect trouble from sod 
webworms in the lawns. Each 
year, it seems, this insect in- 
creases in numbers during 
the late summer and destroys 
many yards. 


The sod webworms damage 


bluegrass by feeding on it dur- 
ing the worm stage. The adult 
moths that one sees flying in 
the lawn do not cause damage. 
The worms chew the grass off 
at the surface of the soil and 
pull the blades into their tun- 
nels to eat them. When there 
are a large number of worms 
in the grass irregular brown 
patches appear in the lawn. 


When there are numerous 


adult moths, you can assume 


they are laying their eggs. The 
eggs they lay will hatch in 10- 
14 days and the new worms will 
begin feeding on the grass. 
When there are a large num- 
ber of worms an insecticide 
should be applied. 


A moderate flight of moths 


was observed last weekend. 
The eggs from these adults 
should hatch in these last few 
days of July. This would be a 
good time to look for worms 
and if they are present apply 
an insecticide.

Scuba divers practice underwater search methods. 


Scuba Teams Hope Services Won't Be Needed 


By TOM KEITH 


'Scuba teams of the Lincoln 


Fire Dept. and the Lancaster 
County Sheriff's 
office 
are 


hoping their services won't be 
needed this year. 


To them falls the task of 


searching for drowning victims 
in the murky waters of lakes, 
streams and ponds. 


In 1970, the teams were 


called to find the bodies of five 
drowning victims in Lancaster 
County. 


Some of the searches lasted 


only a few hours, while others 
dragged on for days. 


"The lakes are pretty dark," 


said Deputy Sheriff Gerald 
Herndon, "It's, all done by 
feel." 


Herndon says the divers work 


in teams of four — three divers 
and one man remaining topside 
on a pontoon boat in case of 
emergency. 


One of the men working 


underwater positions himself 
beneath the boat and controls a 
50-foot rope. Each end of the 
rope is tied to the wrist of each 
of the other two divers and they 
swim in a circle around the 
middle man. Each time the 
circle is completed the divers 
extend the search radius by 
three feet. 


Herndon says the divers feel 


ahead and to the sides with 
their hands as they swim on the 
bottom. When one area has 
been 
searched 
the 
divers 


surface and move to the next 
50-foot area. 


initiated the scuba team in 1965 
"right after the first drowning 
at Wagon Train Lake near 
Hickman. We knew we were 
g o i n g t o h a v e 
m o r e 


drownings," Herndon said. 


The sheriff has six deputies 


who are qualified scuba divers. 
The equipment was purchased 
out of the sheriff's budget- 


The equipment includes four 


wet suits and scuba tanks. A 
pontoon boat was built by the 
deputies with some of the 
m a t e r i a l d o n a t e d b y 
Northwestern Metal Co. 


Fireman Dick Beachell said 


30 qualified scuba divers on 
the Fire Dept. are assigned to 
five shifts. The teams were 
formed in February 1968. 


Scuba volunteers train five to 


six weeks with a qualified 
instructor. They must be strong 
swimmers immune to panic in 
the underwater darkness and 
must be able to tolerate water 
pressure, 
a c c o r d i n g to 


Beachell. 


Both 
departments 
h a v e 


contour maps of the Salt Valley 
lakes. 


Some of the divers have 


suffered injuries while diving 
because of broken bottles and 
other sharp objects on the lake 
bottoms. 


Beachell said diving in rivers 


or streams presents bigger 
problems because of currents. 
Also, "there are quite a few 
more obstructions in the water 
in a river than in a lake," he 
said.

They are also called upon to 


recover 
e v i d e n c e 
from 


•underwater for use in criminal 
cases. 
The divers 
h a v e 


recovered discarded guns and 


safes thrown into the water by 
criminals, a c c o r d i n g to 
Beachell. 


He said the divers work only 


during daylight hours — "It's 
tough enough during the day. 
Nighttime would just compound 
the problems."

Paul Smith, of the National 
Institute of Mental Health, de- 
scribe the latest findings in 
drug research at the Nebraska 
Center.

Dr. Smith dealt primarily 


with research being done on the 
effects of marijuana and with 
the surveys being used to get 
information on drug abuse. 


Dr. Smith said two main 


types of marijuana have been 
identified — the drug type and 
the hemp type. He said the 
drug type has a much higher 
concentration of delta nine THC 
(abbreviation for the chemical 
believed 
to 
produce, 
the 


i n t o x i c a t i n g effect of 
marijuaiia) while the hemp 
type has a lot less delta nine 
THC and has grown wild in this 
area for years. 


"Most of the studies done in 


the past have been lousy. If you 
asked what drug they were 
talking about, no one knew for 
sure," he said. 


Dr. Smith said it has Only- 


been since 1967 that more 
accurate studies have been 
conducted. 


"Progress is being made in 


determining the 
immediate 


effects of marijuana use but 
the long-range effects are much 
harder to determine. It took 20 
years to discover the ill effects 
of tobacco but we don't have 20 
years to study the long-range 
effects of marijuana."

1971-72 Lincoln Public Schools 
budget entered its final phase 
this weekend. Final action is 
expected Tuesday. 


The r e c o r d $28.6 million 


budget r e p r e s e n t s a S1.6 
million increase over last year. 
A public hearing on 
the 


proposed budget is scheduled 
7:30 p.m. Monday at the Public 
Schools Administration Build- 
ing, 720 S. 22nd. 


The board is expected to act 


on the budget Tuesday a>t its 
regular 8 a.m. meeting at the 
same site. 


Local tax funding for the 


school district is proposed at a 
lower rate than 
s c h o o l 


administrators had originally 
suggested. Trimming of the 
proposed budget has resulted hi 
a mill levy hike of less than 
one-half mill, rather than just 
another 
mill, 
the 
amount 


suggested at the start of budget 
considerations. 


If passed by the school board, 


the new budget would raise the 
levy from its current 54.552 to 
54.952. The new levy is based 
upon an estimated $390,000,000 
property valuation 
of the 


district. 


School administrators have 


indicated they expect little 
negative public reaction to the 
levy increase. 


"In this community, we get 


more pressure 
to 
increase 


services" than to hold spending 
at previous levels, School Supt. 
John Prascbj said at a press 
briefing on the b u d g e t 
Saturday. 


"This is a community with an 


educational orientation," 
he 


said, noting this interest is at 
least partially due to the nature 
of Lincoln's industry and the 
"high value" citizens place on 
educational services. 


In a letter officially proposing 


the budget to the school board, 
Prasch said the 1971-72 figures 
"stabilize the tax levy rate" 
while 
meeting 
educational 


objectives and p r o v i d i n g 
"reasonable salary increases" 
to personnel. 


Prasch noted the district has 


a healthy fiscal position on 
bonded 
indebtedness. 
While 


there is still a $14 million debt 
outstanding, the bonds will be 
paid off by 1982, he said. 
Prasch 
also 
i n d i c a t e d 


administrators hope to finance 
future 
building 
with 
tax 


receipts rather than trips to the 
bond market. 


Over a long term, the district 


will need to "continue to build 
at a steady rate" to place 
schools near population growth 
areas and improve present 
facilities, he said.

It all began when the village 


was platted Aug. 1, 1871, and 
named after hardware dealer D. 
M. Denton. 


Others involved in that official 


filing were J. R. C. Miller, Mike 
Quinn, Father (Robert) Moran, 
D.N., and Sophia Smith, with 
surveying done by M. Wilsie. 


It was not until 1913, however, 


that Denton was incorporated. 


Once Busy Scene 
Around the turn of the cea- 


tury, records indicate there was 
a lumber yard, grain elevators, 
two physicians, a bank, hotel, 
general store and creamery in 
the village. 


In 1909 both elevators burned. 


They were later rebuilt. Two 
grain 
elevators 
are 
n o w 


operated by Bensinger Bros., 
Inc. 


It's only due to spunk that 
Denton didn't die in 1930. 


At 11 p.m. Monday, Jan. 27, 


1930, a fire began in a hardware 
store which wiped out most of 
the community. The Denton 
Hardware and Implement Co., 
Denton State Bank and the E. A. 
Burdick Merchandising Store 
went up in smoke.

'Jean Brodie' Has Youthful 
Cast Bridging Theatrical Gap 


The youth wing of the Lincoln Community 


Playhouse is filling the gap — not the generation 
gap, but the theater gap. 


Some theater is geared for the children and 


some is more easily merchandized among older 
folk, but there was previously no production 
which might appeal especially to the high school- 
college age people in the community. 


Organized in the fall of 1970, the youth wing 


will debut on stage Aug. 5-7 at 8 p.m. in the 
auditorium of Rousseau School, 3701 So. 33rd, 
with The Prime of Miss Jean Brodie. 


The show is directed by Tony Brehm, a 


first-year drama student at the University of 
Nebraska. 


Playhouse director John Wilson said the 


group's first show is an "extremely ambitious 
undertaking" but it was f e l t that there w a s 
little or no benefit to be gained by "selecting 
a script that offered little challenge to the 
imagination." 


Brehm, who has 
appeared in several 


children's theater and main stage productions 
at the Playhouse, has been given freedom to 
interpret the play without adult guidance unless 
he so wishes it, said Wilson. 


The NU student director who said this is 


his first public directorial effort, admits t h a t 
he is probably learning more from the experience 
than the cast members. 


He chose this "very ambitious'' play because 


"it is so literary . . . if s all done in language 
. . . and it's contemporary." 


Because the message is contained in the 


script, Brehm found Jean Brodie adaptable to 
a bare stage using only "props to suggest 
locations." 


Jean Brodie, played by Deb Hamnett, is 


a dedicated spinster-schoolteacher who defies the 
traditions 
of the 1931 school 
for girls by 


instructing her students in subjects considered 
irrelevant 
to the accepted 
curriculum. She 


teaches of Mussolini, the F a s c i s t movement 
and her private love life. The play is also 
concerned with her relationships with four of 
her favorite students, played by Rhonda Brandt, 
Sue 
Adams, 
Melissa 
Baer 
and 
M a r t i 


Goemann. 


Originally conceived by Wilson and Marie 


Muffley, who serves as group sponsor, the youth 
wing has sponsored two fund-raising events prior 
to the play. 


Other aspects of the youth wing have been 


to assist with v a r i o u s Playhouse activities 
including ushering, clerical and technical work. 


Wilson added that the young people have

opportunities in their school classes to receive 
formal theater training, but have been allowed 
little chance to experiment and develop ideas 
and productions on their own trial and error 
method. Guided by the professional Playhouse 
staff, the young people are able to develop 
artistic skills and technical competence in the 
theater arts.

of Jean Brodie include Britt Davis, James 
Furrer, Patti Obering, Linda Nickason, Amy 
Whitmore, Chris Gawger and Janice Klamm.

There seems always to be a 


ship involved in the commemo- 
rative coinage of major coun- 
tries. 


South Africa is no exception. 
A ship finds its way on the 


reverse of the 1952 five-shilling 
piece of South Africa. 


On the obverse King George 


VI faces left and on the reverse 
a ship commemorates the third 
centennial of the founding of 
Capetown, South Africa, by John 
Riebeeck. The dates 1652-1952 
are also inscribed on the re- 
verse of the coin which is also 


referred to as a South African 
crown coin. 


There is an interesting note to 


the appearance of both "Suid 
Afrika" and "South Africa" on 
the reverse of the five shilling 
coin. Beginning in 1951, some of 
the denominations of South Af- 
rican coins used the "Suid Afri- 
ka" first and followed with the 
English afterward in order to 
give equal stature to the Afri- 
kaans language and treat it 
equally with the English. 


In extremely 
fine condition, 


the five-shilling piece of 1952 is 
worth about $7.50.

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NLPs Retiring Librarian Looks at His Library

When Frank Lundy leaves the 


University of Nebraska next 
month, after 27 years as its 
director of libraries, he will 
leave without the answer to a 
question he's been wrestling 
with for four years. 


The question: What's going to 


become of the planned $7.5 
million addition — desperately 
needed, in his view — to Don L. 
Love Memorial Library? 


Lundy feels the "political 


process" is playing havoc with 
plans for an addition. Only $3.25 
million ha, been promised for 


aew facilities next year, and 
current projections show that all 
available library shelf space on 
the two Lincoln campuses will 
be filled by early 1973, Lundy 
says. 


Plans Reviewed 
"Plans for the expansion have

years," Lundy asserted. "Half a 
dozen library building consul- 
tants have critically reviewed 
the plans ... (as have) an as-

addition he counters^ "To build 
half a building now will hamper 
the efficiency of the library. In 
terms of size and scope, the 
plans drawn up are inevitable 
and inescapable... To build the 
addition in several small pieces 
over a period of years will in the 
long run double the cost." 


Lundy' said any piece meal 


approach to the problem would 
be "a gross abuse of public 
confidence." 


He says the campus situation 


now is considerably different 
from 25 years ago when Love 
Library was dedicated, noting 
that NU serves a student body 
that has more than doubled with 
a library that's 600,000 volumes 
larger. 


Some Comparisons 
He has maintained that "the 


gauge of a university of the first 
rank is its library," and offers 
some comparisons: 


Harvard University supports 


a library of 10-12 million 
volumes

expenditure program of $8% 
million yearly. 


The University of Nebraska 


recently celebrated acquisition 
of its millionth volume and 
operates a book 
fund of 


$800,000 annually.

Looking ahead, Lundy sees a 


pressing need for the University 
as a whole to strengbJhen its 
internal government, which he 
claims was weakened by 15 
years of continual attempts at 
self-government 
via 
faculty 


committees. "They tend to 
assume authority, but can't 
a c c e p t 
and 
cope 
with 


responsibility," he stressed. 


While immediacy tends to 


focus 
attention 
on current 


problems, Lundy feels some 
positive steps have marked his 
27 years at NU. 


He called the library 
an 


"excellent 
training 
center," 


which

across the country. 


Lundy described the C. Y. 


Thompson library on tfae East 
Campus as "an accomplishment

More for Books? 
What challenges 
does

successor John Heussman face 
when he steps into the director's 
shoes at the close of the summer 
school session? 


The first challenge, Lundy 


says, is the need to expand the 
book fund from $800,000 to $1 
million annually. The second is 
to develop a physical plant 
which can seat close to 20% of 
the student body at one time, 
accomodate a growing book 
collection over the next 15 years 
and provide space to rehouse all 
library business operations at 
one central location. 


Staffing should be stepped op 


also, he advised- 


"It does no good to buy $1 


million in books if you don't 
have enough staff to process 
them."

ribly funny writer and can prove 
it with the success of his second 
book, When the 
Saints 
Go 


Marching Out, which made so 
much money that he gave up 
preaching 
in 
the 
Methodist 


Church to become a full-time 
freelance writer. 


Smith explains that he writes 


satirically about the church 
because it is the best way to 
convey criticism that might 
alert anyone who cares about 
the church's future. 


His satire is needle sharp: 


"The church — a club for good 
people. Bad people have the 
Mafia, Las Vegas, saloons. Good 
people need an institution to 
define sin so that they will know 
who the bad people are and 
avoid them, and be able to feel 
morally superior to them." 


Smith argues that if 
the 


church will adopt the thinking of 
a modern business corporation, 
it will be saved. He points out 
that it has been corporate- 
minded men throughout the 
church's victory who have savtt 
it from destruction. 


He credits Constantine with 


getting the church off the tax 
rolls and helping it define its 
stand regarding war: 


"Constantine put a Christian 


monogram on the battle stan- 
dards of his r e g i m e n t s 
. . . After thinking it over, the 
church adopted the view that 
since it was beyond argument 
that Johovah had sent Constan- 
tine to deliver Christians from 
persecution, Constantine was 
God's man and his wars were 
godly wars . . . This line of 
reasoning made it possible for 
the Christian Corporation to be 
first, 
l a s t 
and always 


unalterably opposed to war in 
general, but at the same time to 
support any 
particular 
war 


which comes a l o n g on the 
grounds that it is God's will for 
us to win this one." 


Smith says the confessional 


became a private deal when 
public confession got to be so 
interesting that nobody wanted 
to listen to the sermon. And, he 
intones, Jesus came to be born 
on Dec. 25 because it was the 
birthday of Mithras, the sun 
god, and Christians liked that 
day better than Jan. 6 because 
there was a lot more drinking 
and helling around. 


If you have invested time and 


money in the organized church, 
you should read this book and 
smart a little. If you haven't, 
you should read it as a 
justification 
of your 
nonin- 


volvement policy. Either way, 
you'll like it.

World Dynamics. By Jay 


W. Forrester; Wright-Allen 
Press. 


As population, 
industrializa- 


tion and 
pollution levels in- 


crease, the world is more and 
more becoming an unpleasant 
place to live. 


To some, the solution would 


be zero population growth; to 
others it would be stepped-up 
efforts to control pollution, de- 
creased use of natural resources 
or perhaps increased food pro- 
duction and industrial capacity 
in order to take care of .all the 
extra people. 


According to Jay W. For-' 


rester, however, none of these 
partial solutions will do more 
than delay the eventual collapse 
of one or another part of our 
society. And he has the charts, 
tables and figures to substanti- 
ate his theory. 


Forrester, a former Arnold 


resident who now works with 
computer models at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, 
sees the world as a series of 
multiloop 
nonlinear 
feedback 


systems. When put together in 
a computer model of the world, 
they indicate virtually none of 


the solutions being put forward 
currently will actually solve the 
world's population-industrializa- 
tion-pollution crisis. 


In fact, a good many of them 


are actually self-defeating: for 
reasons built into the sup- 
posed solutions, the outcome is 
exactly the opposite of what it 
was supposed to be. Or it May, 
as in the case of pollution con- 
trol, produce short-term results 
while delaying the real conse- 
quences. 


"The result of better pollution 


control," Forrester writes, "is 
to delay the day when the funda- 


Hesse: Master of Emotions 


Portrait of Hesse. By Bernhard Zeller; 


Herder and Herder. 


In view of the paperback book explosion 


of the 1960s, one may wonder why a great literary 
artist like Hermann Hesse has been able to 
survive the onslaught and persist in popularity. 


Hesse went out of his way to avoid fame, 


fortune and crowds. He enjoyed writing personal 
notes and poems to friends rattier than for the 
public. Bernhard Zeller's Portrait of Hesse, albeit 
brief, more than adequately outlines his life. 


Hesse's appeal, particularly to youth, must 


stem from his ability to write of human emotions 
and problems in a fashion which makes readers 
feel he is focusing on their own problems. 


Other authors have written of fear, doubt, 


emotions, failure and the striving toward ex- 
cellence, but Hesse's career indicates he emerged 
as one of the few who could adequately put 
into words the inner conflicts which face all 
humans. 


"That Hesse, like no other writer of his 


times, was inundated by a flood of extremely 
personal letters, most of them demonstrating 
a considerable degree of confidence in him, may 
well be taken as proof that the intimately con- 
fessional aspect of his writing appealed strongly 
to a great many readers, because Hesse was 
expressing things in them that sorely needed 
clarification," says Zeller. 


Poet, novelist and reviewer, Hesse sought 


to reveal his inner self in his writings. He faced 
roadblocks, but was never seriously swayed 
from his purpose. 


Hesse might interject here that goals are 


not as important as the methods one uses in 


Hermann Hesse 


trying to achieve them, together with experiences 
along the way. 


Today, such works as Steppenwolf, Demian, 


Siddhartha and Narcissus and Goldmund are 
highly popular, but Zeller says The Glass Bead 
Game was Hesse's best. His account of Hesse's 
life is as important to Hesse's following as 
the works themselves, for it places events in 
proper perspective. 


Hesse himself would enjoy reviewing Portrait 


of Hesse, for in his own words he sought to 
review books that "in some sense or another 
possess something exemplary and genuine, that 
I can regard as fruits of our times, and which 
I can believe will still be worth reading tomorrow 
and afterwards."

Kirst's novel, is afflicted with 
questionable blessings: he's ex- 
tremely talented, conning and a 
gambler. 


His purpose is singular: he 


wants to escape the POW camp, 
go back to Germany and murder 
his parents' murderer. 


U n f o r t u n a t e l y , nearly 


everyone else IH the camp lias 
different ideas about Pvt. Faust, 
a top-notch bagpipe player, 
escape artist, speaker of 
Arabic, mplder of men and so 
anti-Nazi it's embarrassing for 


the Germans to have him as a 
feUow-POW. 


Li 
pell-mell fashion, 
all 


Faust's talents begin to mesh 
and one adventure leads to 
another, nearly costing him his 
life 
and 
costing those of 


others. 


The primary adventure is 


Faust's partnership with Sgt. 
Vic Sharpe of the British army, 
whose black-market activities in 
Cairo need 
Faust's 
Arabic 


talents. On the other hand, Sgt. 
Jock McKellar merely wants 
him as the No. 1 piper in an all- 
POW drnm-and-bagpipe band. 


The British command wants 


him where it can watch him. His 
own German command in the 
POW camp 
w a n t s 
him 


elsewhere—or dead. Women just 
want him. 


For a variety of reasons, 


Faust escapes from the camp in 
a coffin, a Sherman tank and a 
Rolls Royce. He destroys the 


bagpipes and drums of his 
friend, Sgt. M c K e l l a r , and 
courts the British camp com- 
mander's daughter. 


Failing to kill him, the 


Germans conspire to discredit 
him by passing him off as a 
strong Nazi, thus leading to 
possible confinement in another 
camp. That not 
only falls 


through, but Faust and his 
American "partners" turn the 
tables and neutralize the of- 
ficers. 


Besides drawing clear literary 


sketches of the main characters, 
Kirst creates secondary situa- 
tions which give substance to 
the characters with whom Faust 
comes into contact. The most 
humorous might be the constant 
reminiscing of the German and 
British 
commanding 
officers 


about their battle at El Ala- 
mein.

mental causes of overtaxing the 
environment must be faced." 


He documents his conclusions 


with 
an 
amazing 
array of 


graphs, drawn for him by a 
computer and based on an ad- 
mittedly simplified model of the 
world. Forrester has done his 
homework, however, and if any- 
one wants to challenge his over- 
simplification, he had better do 
his. 


Despite his contention that 


present solutions will not work 
—and other predictions, such as 
the one that says governments 
are unlikely to react to crises 
in time to do much good—For- 
rester's book is not as resound- 
ingly pessimistic as it might 
seem (and probably could be). 


But the cure to the world's 


ills lies in a complete reorder- 
ing of worldwide priorities, in a 
massive switch away from a 
growth economy and a growth 
mentality. Global equilibrium 
must be the goal, and Forrester 
believes it barely possible such 
equilibrium can be attained. 


"Global equilibrium is coi> 


ceptually 
possible," he con- 


cludes. 
"Whether 
it can be 


achieved is another matter. The 
actions that appear to be re- 
quired are not apt to be accept- 
ed easily. Probably more pres- 
sure on mankind from the en- 
vironment will be required be- 
fore the issues will be addressed 
with enough concern and seri- 
ousness. 


"But by then time to act will 


be even shorter."

Sioux-English 
Primer at Last

Outstate Nebraska Bureau 
Chadron — After 34 years on 


the shelf, Mrs. Bonnie Manley's 
one-of-a-kind Lakota Primer has 
finally seen the light of day. 


Mrs. Manley, Dawes County's 


superintendent of schools since 
1966, compiled the recently pub- 
lished reader while teaching on 
South 
Dakota's 
Pine Ridge 


Reservation during the Depres- 
sion. 


It is written in English and 


Lakota, the dialect 
originally 


spoken by half the people of 
the Sioux Nation (the other half 
spoke 
Dakota, 
which differs 


from Lakota only in the substi- 
tution of the letter "d" for the 
letter "1" in usage). 


Over the years, Mrs. Manley 


filled wastebaskets with rejec- 
tion slips from publishers who 
thought the material was use- 
less or unsaleable. 


This year, 
however, Mrs. 


Manley found that the consensus 
of educators, social workers and 
government officials had finally 
caught up with her. The tide of 
opinion has apparently accepted 
what she maintained all along: 
that the success of any minority 
group in attaining social justice 
depends on its regaining the cul- 
tural identity 
and 
pride de- 


stroyed by the domination of a 
white society. 


Liked by OEO 
"I tried for 34 years to get 


Lakota Primer published," Mrs. 
Manley said. "Now the Office 
of Economic Opportunity (OEO) 
says it has a great need for 
s o m e bilingual Sioux-English 
material. When I showed OEO 
officials my manuscript, they 
were delighted. They ordered 
200 copies." 


Mrs. Manley still could not 


find a publisher who would print 
it without a cash advance, but 
the OEO order 
was all she 


needed to risk publishing it her- 
self. She and her office staff 
ran off 500 copies on their photo- 
copy machine. 


dying Lakota dialect to both the 
Sioux (particularly children at 
whom its simple stories are 
aimed) and whites willing to 
learn to converse with the In- 
dians in their own language. 


Only One 
According to Mrs. Manley, 


the primer is the only basic 
line-by-line Sioux-English work 
in print. It stems from a long 
" and rewarding relationship with 


the Sioux people. "I've lived 
alongside the Indians since I 
was a little 12-year-old girl in 
Whitney," she says. 


After graduating from Chad- 


ron State in 1934 (she holds an 
M.A. from the University of Ne- 
braska), she took a position 
teaching Indian 
children 
at 


Porcupine on the Pine Ridge 
Reservation, where she taught 
for a year. After that she taught 
another year at Kyle, also on the 
reservation. 


In 1936 she was adopted by 


the Sioux in a formal ceremony 
on the reservation and given the 
name Wazi Was-te (Beautiful 
Leaves). 


Illustrations 
Lakota Primer 
is 
liberally 


illustrated with-Miss Eagleton's 
art work. A former Sioux County 
teacher, she spent 'almost a 
whole summer," Mrs. Manley 
says, sketching the Sioux and 
their environment on the Pine 
Ridge Reservation. The text is 
supplemented by a pronunciation 
guide and an elementary vocab- 
ulary. 


Since her reservation years, 


Mrs. Manley has remained ac- 
tive in education and civic af- 
fairs. She established the Dawes 
County Circulating Library and 
Bookmobile, founded and serves 
as 
secretary-treasurer of the 


Crawford Crazy Horse Cultural 
Center and is president of the 
Dawes County unit of the Ne- 
braska State Education Assn. 


A tape recording of the text, 


recited by Pine Ridge Sioux 
Sam Bearkiller, is available. 


The volume is not well bound, 


and the photocopy reproduction 
d o e s not enhance Maureen 
Eagleton's charcoal 
drawings. 


Despite its homemade appear- 
ance, however, Lakota Primer 
may be of considerable impor- 
tance as an aid in teaching the 


She was made an honorary 


member of the Eugene Fields 
Society "for unusual contribu- 
tions to American literature" 
in a book of poems, Lakota 
Rodeo and Fair, drawn from her 
experiences 
with reservation 


Sioux. 


"In my pressing for publica- 


tion of the Sioux language," she 
said, "I seemed to be 35 years 
ahead 
of my time. No one 


realized the importance of it 
then except the older Indians.

Q. Is it true that Lyndon Johnson deliberately de- 
ceived the American public on the Vietnam war? Is 
that not the true substance of the Pentagon Papers?

A. One of the great and grand ofd men of the U.S. 
Senate is Clinton P. Anderson, 75 (D., N. Mex.). A 
former Congressman and Secretary of Agriculture, 
Anderson has served in the Senate since 1948. He 
knows Lyndon lohnson well, supported Johnson in 
his drive for the Democratic Presidential nomination 
against John F. Kennedy in 1960. 


An outstanding legislator of unshakable integrity 


and unblemished reputation, Anderson in his book 
of memoirs, Outsider in the Senate (World Publish- 
ing Co., 1970), writes the following on PP. 315-316: 


"President Johnson, I think, might even have sur- 


vived the disaster of the Vietnam war but he failed 
utterly to understand the feelings of the American 
people about it. It seemed to me that he insisted on 
treating the people as children, who could not be 
told the truth and who had no right to make their 
own views known on policy. In a way, this was how 
he ran the Senate during his years as Majority Leader. 
It never occurred to him to accommodate himself to 
the will df the Senate . . . Lyndon was always con- 
cealing instead of revealing openly what he was 
doing and what was at stake. I believe he was not 
forced out of office because he lost the Vietnam 
war, but because he lost the confidence of the Amer- 
ican people in how he was conducting it. The tragedy 
was that his defeat was so unnecessary, for Lyndon 
Johnson behaved with the public good as his goal, 
but he hid so much from view that the public was 
never sure this was so."

A. According to President Nixon's press secretary, 
Ron Ziegler, the withdrawal of U.S. forces by the end 
of the year would be "so precipitous it would not 
give the South Vietnamese an opportunity to deter- 
mine their own destiny." 


The Nixon policy in Vietnam is not dedicated 


solely to the recovery of our men who have been 
taken prisoners of war. It is aimed at providing the 
Saigon government with a "reasonable chance" to 
survive after the U.S. withdraws. Mr. Nixon refuses, 
however, to define "reasonable chance" in terms of 
time. His option to retain the U.S. presence m Viet- 
nam remains open-ended.

PROF. TOM STONIER WITH STUDENT: HE TEACHES PEACE 


Peace Doctors 


We train doctors of medicine to 


eliminate sickness and disease— 
why not doctors of peace to elimi- 
nate war? 


"We cannot legislate peace," de- 


clares Dr. Tom Stonier, professor of 
biology at Manhattan College in 
New York City. "War is culturally 
determined by people just as there 
are people who are culturally paci- 
fist. We are in a cultural trap." 


To break out of the cultural trap 


that predisposes us to the use of 
force, Dr. Stonier believes we must 
teach peace in our schools. 


Next fall, Manhattan College will 


offer the country's first major in 
peace studies to its undergraduates. 
The program, directed 
by Dr. 


Stonier, will include courses on the 
biology of human aggression, the 
literature of preace, and the history 


of peacemaking efforts from the 
earliest times.To earn a bachelor's 
degree in peace, students must take 
30 credits in the program, attend 
weekly peace seminars, and com- 
plete a year-long independent study 
project. 


"Peace 
studies majors," 
Dr. 


Stonier points out, "will be particu- 
larly well-equipped to go into fields 
like labor-management from their 
background in intergroup conflict 
and management of conflict. 


"The peace major will have a 


more international education and 
will be able to relate to other cul- 
tures easily," he continues. "His 
education will have been problem- 
oriented, not the traditional disci- 
pline-oriented." 


And hopefully, Dr. Stonier con- 


cludes, some of Manhattan's peace 
majors will go into teaching, to 
spread the study of peace. 


Do Unto Others 


Endeavoring to make the pun- 


ishment fit the crime, a Cleveland 


judge recently gave 19-year-old 
Robert Vitek a rather unusual 
sentence. 


The crime: catting a policeman 


a pig. The sentence: three hours 
in a pig pen. 


From the slums of Chicago to the 


traditionally peaceful streets of Eng- 
lish cities, summer is the time for 
street-gang violence. Wherever it 
occurs the pattern is always the 
same, the rebellion of the have-nots 
against a society designed for 
haves 


On a dark Chicago street, two 


young thugs call out to a youth 
standing under a lamppost. "Hey, 
man, where you from?" 
"State 


Street," he answers. A young mem- 
ber of the Blackstone Rangers pulls 
out a gun and shoots him. 


At the corner of Broad Street and 


Cornmarket in the shadow of Ox- 
ford's Balliol College, a student is 
surrounded by 11 boys with shaved 
heads. "You pushed me," one of the 
"Skinheads" yells. "That's right," 
say the others, "you pushed him," 
and they knock the student to the 
ground, kick and stomp him with 
their heavy engineer boots. 


In 
Chicago, 
the 
Blackstone 


Rangers, who now call themselves 
the "Black P. (for power) Stone Na- 
tion," are young blacks. The Skin- 
heads are teenage members of the 
British working class. The Rangers 
attack passersby, extort money, and 
hunt down members of other gangs. 
The Skinheads beat up on dark- 
skinned immigrants, students, and 
hippies with long hair. Yet both 
groups come from the have-nots of 
society, and both express the same 
frustrated violent rage. 


The Rangers claim that their arch- 


rivals, the East Side Disciples, are 
trying to move in on their territory 
and have to be killed. The Skinheads 
claim that tadian and Pakistani im- 
migrants eat "smelly food" and have 
to be "bashed." 


Actually, however, the reason for 


violence is much deeper. It makes 
no sense to attack Pakistanis or 
"hairies," and it makes no sense for 
young blacks to kill other young 
blacks who live in the same com- 
munity and share the same prob- 
lems. 


But the Rangers and the Skin- 


heads are at the bottom of society, 
and they take out their anger on the 
few targets that are available to 
them. 


The Rangers are youths without 


families. They failed at school, and 
their community is a dirty, decaying 
slum. They have no future and they 
know it. All they have is each other, 
and the way they stick together is by 
warring against the opposing gang. 


The case of the Skinheads is not 


quite as drastic but it is similar in 
important respects. In Oxford, for 
example, working class youths from 
the age of 15 are putting in full days 
in the automobile factories or work- 
ing as servants while university stu- 
dents up to the age of 25 are enjoy- 
ing the pleasures of a gentleman's 
education. 


With the coming of warm weather 


the contrast is especially bitter. For 
students,- there are black-tie parties, 
fireworks at dawn, punting on the 
river and strawberries at teatime. 
For the Skinheads there are the 
movies. 


According to Robin Jackson, an 


Oxford University student in his 30's 
who spent ten years driving a truck 
before coming up to Oxford, the 
working class youths in Oxford are 
completely demoralized. "The Skin- 
heads," he says, "will be working in 
these factories for the rest of their 
lives. They see and hear about the 
glamorous Oxford life and they know 
they aren't included. This is all the 
youth they have and beating up on 
someone when they take a fancy to 
it is the only adventure that society 
has (eft them."

Although club programs vary con- 


siderably, all focus on* food Literature 
and lectures are heightened by shared

Just how effective are the club pro- 


grams? What are their merits and de- 
fects? Authorities on nutrition 
and 


obesity point to four ma]or shortcom- 
ings 


1. LACK OF PROFESSIONAL 


SUPERVISION OR 


MEDICAL GUIDANCE. 


"While most of the weight clubs/ 


says Dr Fredrick] Stare of the Harvard 
School of Public Health, "make a pre 
tense of requiring a physical examma 
tion before a person is accepted, medi- 
cal supervision during and following the 
weight watching is superficial or non- 
existent " 


"Thp obese person is at increased risk 


of certain diseases such as high blood 
pressure and diabetes," observes Dr 
George Chnstakis, former director of 
New York's Bureau of Nutrition and 
now at the Mount Sinai School of Medi- 


cine "A pre-diabetic should have a spe- 
cific diet And overweight may not be 
due only to excess fat but may mask 
underlying diseases, weight gam, for 
example, can be caused by fluid reten- 
tion m heart failure Many dieters keep 
losing and regaining, and experiments 
have shown that cyclical gams and re- 
ductions lead to high levels of choles- 
terol and decreased longevity 


"Some people should not try to re- 


duce If overweight is traceable to a 
profound psychological 
disturbance 


psychotherapy is needed " 


Other medical specialists point to 


risks taken by club members afflicted 
with peptic ulcer, colitis or undetected 
cancer of the colon People with poten 
tial gastrointestinal trouble who go on 
a club diet calling for "unlimited" eat- 
ing of raw or cooked vegetables may 
invite serious damage Some doctors 
find that the condition of their cardiac 
and diabetic patients has worsened as 
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result of diet advice in some clubs. 


"I'd like to see every diet club with a 


physician to turn to for sound advice," 
says Dr. Glenn. 


2. CLUB LECTURERS AND 


LEADERS LACK KNOWLEDGE OF 


NUTRITION. 


Prof. Johanna T. Dwyer of Harvard's 


Department 
of 
Nutrition informed 


PARADE: "In all the .diet clubs I've 
dealt with, the instructors are former 
members who have themselves been 
successful in reducing. All they're given 
is a short course in the equivalent of 
'group dynamics.' When I tested about 
20 of them on their knowledge-of nu- 


- trition, they did not perform well at all." 


Dr. Jean Mayer, chairman of the 


White House Conference on Food, Nu- 
trition and Health, who collaborated 
with Prof. Dwyer on a revealing study 
of the social psychology of dieting, 
adds that club instructors often give 
members fallacious information. 


Some of the misconceptions and fal- 


lacious 
theories: 
"Grapefruit juice 


burns up fat". . . "Milk will give you 
good skin texture" .. . "You can eat as 
you like as long as you don't eat carbo- 
hydrates" . .. "The 
more celery and 


green peppers you eat, the more weight 
you'll lose." 


"There is an urgent need," the Har- 


vard experts suggest, "to educate these 
instructors in the rudiments of scientific 
nutrition " 


Mrs. Jean Nfidetch, founder and gos- 


pel-spreader of the Weight Watchers 
International empire, told PARADE: 
"I'm 
not scientific." Nevertheless, 


Weight Watchers recently took on one 
physician and a graduate nutritionist.to 
work with its staff. 


3. THE NEED FOR EXERCISE IS 


USUALLY OVERLOOKED. 


It is widely believed that only over- 


eating causes overweight. But in a re- 
view of scientific opinion, Drs. Mayer 


and Dwyer point out: "The most com- 
mon type of obesity in this country is 
generally agreed to be environmental 
in origin, arising from inactivity rather 
than from excessively large food in- 
takes." Dr. J. Roswell Gallagher of Bos- 
ton adds that exercise has an important 
function "both in maintaining an ap- 
propriate weight and in reducing exces- 
sive fatness." Yet most diet clubs do not 
require exercise. 


According to Dr. Gallagher, walking 


a mile a day adds up to a ten-pound 
weight loss a year, while a half-hour a 
day of strenuous exercise will burn up 
at least 25 pounds a year—if there's no 
increase in calorie intake. 


4. DIETS TEND TO BE 


STANDARDIZED, TOO RIGID. 
Club members are generally admon- 


ished to follow diet menus "exactly," 
permitting 
no substitute foods or 


switching. That is, you may have bread 
but no rolls, grapefruit but no orange. 


Such stringent observance, Dr. Stare 


contends, leads to monotony, which 
drives many people off a program be- 
fore they've lost substantial weight or 
learned better eating habits. 


Other critics maintain that no-devia- 


tion programs set up the same diets for 
25-year-olds as for people in their 60's. 


Among the many diet clubs, compe- 


tition is keen as they pick up each 
other's dropouts. It's not at all rare for 
"chubbies" to try, successively, as many 
as seven or eight different groups. Few 
accurate studies have been conducted 
on the amount of weight the average 
diet club member loses or for how long 
the weight can be kept off. 


Dr. George A. Bray of Tufts Univer- 


sity School of Medicine puts it this way: 


"For the obese, each new diet pro- 


duces its temporary weight loss but un- 
fortunately this is usually followed by a 
relapse, with weight returning to the 
same or higher levels." 


Jean Nldetch (I), founder of Weight Watchers, the largest diet organization, recently 
added to staff two experts on nutrition, Fay Burnett, and Dr. William H. Sebrell, ]r. 


Last year, Dr. Albert Stunkard, Uni- 


versity of Pennsylvania psychiatrist, re- 
ported on a survey of 485 members of 
22 TOPS chapters around Philadelphia. 
A weight loss of 20 pounds or more 
varied sharply, in chapter to chapter, 
from 10 to 62 percent of enrolled mem- 
bers. 


"The average result of all those TOPS 


chapters," Dr. Stunkard noted, "ap- 
pears superior to that achieved by 
routine medical management and com- 
pares quite favorably with the best re- 
ports in the medical literature." But Dr. 
Stunkard adds: "By far the largest num- 
ber of members are still overweight and 
actively trying to reduce." 


Despite the drawbacks, most of the 


critics concede positive values to well- 
run diet clubs. Clearly, group therapy 
does provide incentive, motivation and 
a psychological boost. ("If they can do 
it, so can I.") Studies demonstrate that 
people in a group do lose more weight 
on a given diet than those treated in- • 


Harvard Prof. Johanna Dwyer and Dr. Fredrick Stare say that some .diet clubs 
lack scientific expertise and should have more professional medical supervision.

"With proper professional backing," 


says Dr. Christakis, "and after people 
with a specific disease have been 
screened, the potentials for successful 
weight reducing at diet clubs should be 
considerable. They can be an excellent 
medium for nutrition education." 


Should diet clubs be controlled? No 


Federal 
standards 
exist. "Programs 


should be under medical supervision," 
proposes Dr. Ogden C. Johnson, nutri- 
tion director of the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration. "Some kind of criteria 
should also be formulated for leaders, 
but these and other standards would 
have to be set on the state level." 


Thus far only New York City has en- 


acted Health Code regulations requir- 
ing prospective diet club members to 
submit a medical certificate indicating 
me need for a weight-reducing diet. 


What to do 


If you are pudgy, plump or paunchy, 


and feel the urge to join a diet club, 
here's what authorities suggest: 


• First consult your doctor for a di- 


agnosis, especially if you are more than 
10 percent overweight. 


• See if the diet club asks for medi- 


cal approval before you join and that it 
has a professional consultant. 


• Does the club keep up with what's 


new in nutrition and update its diet?- 


• During the program, does the club 


leader at times ask if you show symp- 
toms of fatigue or stomach trouble? 


• Regularly check the effect of the 


diet with your doctor. 


What it all comes down to is that 


obesity is a lifelong "disease" to be 
controlled, not cured. For control, you 
should retrain yourself to eat less of 
what you're already eating, cut down 
on sweets, break off a preoccupation 
with food, and exercise more. Other 
than these simple precepts, all the ex- 
perts agree there is no surefire formula 
at any diet club.

Lions Are Gmd Business

E 


ver since the late Walt Disney 


proved that a well-run amusement 
park could develop into an amaz- 
ingly profitable gold mine — Dis- 


neyland generated revenues of $27.4 
million last year—entrepreneurs every- 
where have been trying to reproduce 
his success. 


One of the most active and likely of 


this breed is Harry Shuster/ 36, a darkly 
handsome, soft-spoken lawyer, Latvian- 
born and South-African-reared. 


Shuster is president of National Lei- 


sure, Inc., which operates in this coun- 
try two African wildlife preserve and 
theme amusement parks known as Lion 
Country Safari. 


Both are profitable. The first, opened 


in 1967, is located near West Palm 
Beach, Fla. The second, located in La- 
guna Hills, Calif., not too far from Dis- 
neyland, was opened in 1970. 


A third and fourth are scheduled to 


open next spring outside Dallas and 
Atlanta. "After that," says Shuster, "we 
plan to open four more if we can do so 
without tripping over each other. Gen- 
erally/we're scouting the Chicago and 
New York areas, both of which have 
large populations, which is what one 
Np u;« p A PF u f l R C H V E

needs to make an amusement park a 
financial success." 


One also needs attractions. Shuster's 


major ones a're the wild animals from 
Africa: 221 lions, 24 cheetahs, 20 ele- 
phants, 53 zebras plus all manner of 
rhinoceros, antelope, giraffe, ostrich, 
hippopotamus, deer,Cape buffalo, you 
name it—he has it. 


Each Lion Country Safari is superbly 


designed and picturesquely landscaped 
to resemble a wildlife preserve in the 
African veldt, and each preserve is di- 
vided into seven sections. The lions and 
cheetahs are separated from other ani- 
mals while still allowing them free 
reign within their own sections. They 
are of course, predators, and would kill 
and eat the other animals were they 
not kept apart. 


Just like Africa 


It costs adults $3.25 and children 


$1.50 to ride through the wildlife, pre- 
serve here. In Florida, the admission to 
Lion Country Safari is a bit cheaper--- 
$2.95 for adults, $1.50 for children. 


Most visitors to the parks drive their 


own cars over a four-mile asphalt road 
which winds through the preserve. 


They halt their vehicles at will and 


roll up the car windows as the lions ap- 
proach, sniff, sometimes climb onto the 
hoods, and peer. 


Visitors take close-up photos at will 


while two game rangers in each section, 
patrolling the road in their heavily 
barred jeeps, keep all the animals un- 
der constant surveillance. The game 
rangers carry powerful rifles but to 
date have never had to use them. They 
make sure car windows remain closed. 
They break up "lion jams," and regu- 
late traffic, maintaining a slow, steady- 
pace. If a visitor's car breaks down, 
they order a tractor to haul it away. 


Keep 'em fed 


Bill York, the safari's chief warden 


and a well-recognized naturalist from 
Kenya, explains, "The lions and chee- 
tahs are well-fed, and they don't cause 
the tourists any trouble. I'm frequently 
asked if we tranquilize our animals with 
pills. The .answer is no, unless they get 
sick or come down with disease, or 
say, one lion has been clawed open by 
another. Then we have to use an im- 
mobilizer gun, a dart gun, to shoot him 
with a tranquilizer so we can treat the 
wound. 


"Sometimes," he points out, "we can 


drug the lion's food, but he may wan- 
der off into one of our water pools just 
as the drug starts to take effect. Then 
he's in danger of drowning—this has 
happened a couple of times—and then 
we've had to go in after him, lasso the 
beast, give him artificial respiration or 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation. That's 
plenty dangerous, putting your, mouth 
in the lion's mouth, because you can't 
tell exactly when the effects of the 
tranquilizer are wearing off."

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Most of the lions in safari are provided by Dick Chipper- 


field, 27, a well-known big-game trapper in Africa whose 
family has been connected with the animal entertainment 
business in Europe for almost 300 years 


It was through the Chipperfield family that Harry Shuster 


first got the idea for Lion Country Safari 


"I was a young lawyer in Johannesburg," he recalls, "work- 


ing in the leisure business, films, entertainment, that sort of 
thing, when the Chipperfield family decided to set up one

of Pittsburgh business 
grads, director of insur- 
ance Leland P. Deck dis- 
covered that the 
taller you are, the 
higher your start- 


ing salary. 


Grades and academic dis- 


tinctions do not influence 
starting salaries, Beck 
reports, but height does. 
Fur-thermore, the price on 
height grows every year. 


In the business class of 


1967, Deck found that six- 
footers earned 2 percent 
more than their shorter 
peers. By 1970, the advan- 
tage had increased to 10 
percent. As a case in 
point, the tallest member 
of the class earned the 
lowest grade point average 
in his class but picked up 
the highest starting 
salary. 


"The sad thing about all 


this," Deck comments, "is 
that we are not talking 
about laborers...! am talk- 
ing about guys who are 
being recruited by corpora- 
tions because they are 
presumably bright, have got 
a brain and the brain has 
been trained. 


"Yet they are not examin- 


ing the brain," Deck con- 
cludes. "They are just 
hiring on the basis of the 
length of the spine." 


To test his theory, Deck 


also correlated the height 
and starting salary of 168 
Pitt graduates teaching at 
the college level. Sure 
enough, those in the 6'1" 
to 6'3" group averaged 
starting bonuses of 10 per- 
cent more than their 
shorter teaching peers. 


As for women, however, 


a survey of the 1968 gradu- 
ating class revealed that 
there is no financial 
advantage to height.

rumor about Hangolin was 
traced to the local army 
barracks, where soldiers 
commonly believed it was 
mixed in the marmalade. 


Explained a government 


spokesman: "There is no 
such substance, and even if 
there were, it would be 
against the law to admini- 
ster it. 


"As long as we have a 


standing army," he con- 
tinued, ''there will be 


rumors about such things as 
Hangolin. The men are try- 
ing to find an explanation 
for their loss of sexual 
drive which in reality 
derives from their environ- 
ment, their isolation from 
women." 


Psychiatrists and doctors 


explain that the very 
absence of women may result 
in diminished sexual drive, 
or commonly, anxiety about 
potency. The rumors, fears 
and jokes about an anti- 
potency pill arise from 
preoccupation with sex and 
are an expression of actual 
or feared loss of sexual- 
ity. They also reflect 
resentment of isolation or 
confinement. 


In England, however, 


anti-potency pills are 
given to prisoners who have 
committed sexual offenses. 


In a study conducted by 


the Department of Psychia- 
try at Edinburgh Univer- 
sity, four violent sex 
offenders were treated with 
cyproterone acetate, a drug 
similar to the contracep- 
tive pill. After three 
weeks of treatment, the men 
registered a significant 
decrease in aggressive 
it his Dcieripme 


sexual impulses and said 
that they felt happier. 


In other experiments of 


this nature, aggressive 
oversexed men have been 
treated with, female sex 
hormones. Dr'. A. J. Cooper, 
head of the Edinburgh proj- 
ect, explains that cypro- 
terone acetate works more 
effectively as a sex curb 
than female sex hormones, 
but that it will remain 
under study for possible 
side effects. 


There are no plans to put 


cyproterone acetate into 
widespread usage, because 
the drug is in short supply 
and, ironically enough, 
must be obtained from 
Germany. 


ain's criminal investiga- 
tory agency, has registered 
a new first in sleuthery: 
the arrest and conviction 
of a felon purely on the 
basis of his glove prints. 


Edward Hartley, 26-year- 


old London painter and 
decorator, was arrested 
last January and charged 
with breaking ana entering 
an office building. On the 


evidence that his glove 
prints were found in the 
office, Hartley was convicted. 


After years of research, 


Gerald Lambourne, head of 
Scotland Yard's fingerprint 
branch, has established 
that glove prints, like 
fingerprints, are individ- 
ual. The chances of one 
glove matching another, 
says Mr. Lambourne, are 
"the same as one man's fin- 
gerprints matching another 
—virtually zero. 


"This applies to gloves 


whether they are man-made 
or natural, whether they 
are leather, nylon or 
rubber," he adds. 


Glove printing is not 


likely to lead to many con- 
victions, since gloves, 
unlike fingers, can be 
removed and changed at 
will. Few experienced 
criminals keep their gloves 
after committing a crime. 


But, warns Mr. Lambourne, 


criminals will now have to 
exercise greater care in 
disposing of incriminating 
evidence, since finger- 
prints can be obtained from 
the inside of gloves.

llsworth Bunker, that lovable old war 


hawk, 77, and for the past four years 
the U.S. Ambassador to South Viet- 
nam, is chock-full of school spirit. 


Bunker, Class of '16, who was the 


first salaried president of the American 
National Red Cross, is head of the Yale 
Club in Saigon, where "there are also 
no dues and no obligations other than 
attending an annual dinner at my resi- 
dence and a passing acquaintance with 
old songs." 


Writing in the Yale Alumni Magazine 


of lime, 1971, Bunker explains: "For 
want of permanent location, the Yale 
Club of Saigon is temporarily quartered 
in my residence, where we held our ini- 
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tial gathering on December 18, 1970. 
Fourteen Elis attended and were duly 
inscribed as charter members of the 
association . . . 


"Membership in the club has now 


grown to 24 and we would like to have 
as many associates as there are Elis in 
Vietnam .. . 


"I wish to encourage all Vietnam 


Yalies to send me their names, in care 
of the American Embassy, APO San 
Francisco 96243. All are welcome, but 
we are especially interested in tenors 
as we would like to do justice to the 
songs at our next meeting." 


It is regretful that the Yale Club in 


Saigon has taken so long to organize. 


Other Yalies with more than a pass- 
ing or academic interest in Saigon who 
might easily have qualified for Yale Club 
charter membership are: Averell Harri- 
man, Class of '14, the veteran diplomat 
and U.S. representative (1965-'68) at the 
Vietnam peace talks in Paris; Dean 
Acheson, '15, President Truman's Sec- 
retary of State and one of the prime 
architects of the tragic U.S. involvement 
in Vietnam; Eugene Rostow, '33, former 
dean of the Yale Law School, and his 
brother Walt, '36, generally considered 
the leading war hawk of the Johnson 
Administration and now a professor at 
the University of Texas. 


Prominent candidates 


Also, Stanley Resor, '39, Secretary of 


the Army under Presidents Johnson and 
Nixon who recently resigned that post; 
William Bundy, '39, Assistant Secretary 
of State under President Johnson and a 
hawkish 
adviser 
on 
Vietnam; his 


brother McGeorge Bundy, '40, adviser 
to President Kennedy and President. 
Johnson on Vietnam and now president 
of the Ford Foundation, a position for 
which he was recommended by Robert 
McNamara; Roger Hilsman (Ph.D.), '52, 
Assistant Secretary of State under Ken- 
nedy who resigned his position and was 
succeeded by William Bundy. 


Other candidates for Yale in Saigon 


could be John Chafee, '44, President 
Nixon's Secretary of the Navy; George 
Bush, '48, current U.S. Ambassador to 
the U.N., and Ray Price, '51, a moderate 
and one of the best of President Nixon's 
speechwriters. 


In having Ellsworth Bunker as its 


guiding beacon, the Saigon Yale Club is 
indeed fortunate. Bunker is not the type 
to make off with the club dues. He is an 
expert administrator. He started out in 
adult life as a businessman working 
from 1916 to 1948 for the National 
Sugar Refining Company of which his 
father was one of the founders. 


Truman appointee 


In 1951 President Truman appointed 


"Bunky" the U.S. Ambassador to Ar- 
gentina, then bundled him off to Rome 
as Ambassador to Italy. But not for long. 
A year later he was succeeded by Clare 
Boothe Luce whose husband Henry, 
publisher of Time-Life-Fortune, 
had 


gone all out in supporting Ike Eisen- 
hower in his race for the Presidency. 


At 77, Bunker is in remarkably good 


health. So good, in fact, that despite all 
the rumors of his retirement, he is 
scheduled 
to 
remain 
in 
Vietnam 


through the trying South Vietnamese 
elections this fall. 


Of all the Yalies in the U.S. diplo- 


matic service lie is the oldest on active 
duty and one of. the best. A Boola- 
Boola and a Whiffenpoof to Bunker of 
Yale, Class of'16. 


Dean Acheson, Class of 7975, persuaded 
Bunker to become a diplomat in 1951. 


Averell Harriman, Class of 1914, was 
U.S. representative at Paris peace talks. 


William Bundy, Class of 1939, was ad- 
viser to President lohnson on Vietnam. 


Stanley Resor, Class of 1939, was Secre- 
tary of the Army under LBj and Nixon.

ne of the by-products of a heart attack is 
the victim's fear that he may never again 
engage in even mild physical activity 
This fear is frequently so acute that a man 


may be afraid to return to his job, even on a 
part-time basis 


A group of doctors in a government hos 


pital here set out to try to demonstrate that 
such fears are often groundless In a project 
supported by the U S Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, several hundred heart 
patients were enlisted and put through a 
closely controlled program of exercise that 
lasted four months 


These men, 40 to 60 years old, many re- 


signed to dull idleness for the rest of their 
years, were started out in gymnasium exer- 
cises that used only a few muscles. As con 
fidence increased they went on to household 
chores, then light carpentry and gardening, 
then a program of walking that gradually in- 
creased in speed. 


They were kept on low-calorie, low-salt 


diets. They were ordered not to compete 
with each other in performance and they 
were given frequent physical examinations. 


On completion of the project, the results 


were encouraging In one group, 40 out of 
44 patients returned to their previous jobs. 
In another, 8 of 11 went back to work—one 
man had not worked in seven years. In still 
another, 12 of 15 returned to work. 


One of the control groups consisted of 193 


heart patients who had resumed working 
without taking the course of exercise These 
men had a mean physical working capacity 
of 66 percent In comparison, one of the 
exercise groups brought its mean figure up 
to 84 percent 


There was another bonus—a resurgence of 


self-confidence and a feeling of well-being. 


The report of the project recalls a remark 


made by Paul Dudley White, the famous U.S. 
heart specialist, about the late President 
Eisenhower He said he wished Ike would 
abandon his electric-powered golf cart and 
walk around the course

He married the boss's daughter- Pehr Cyllenhammar, Volvo's new 
managing director, 36, expects to sell 50,000 cars in US in '77. 


Why Mil 


GOTHENBURG, SWEDEN 


F 


orty-one percent of the cars being 
sold in the Los Angeles area these 
days are foreign-made. 


In the past five years car imports 


sold in the U S. have jumped roughly 
from 6 percent to 15 percent. 


Why? 
PARADE asked this question of Pehr 


Cyllenhammar, at 36 the boyish, newly- 
appointed managing director of the 
Volvo Corporation, the largest engi- 
neering industry m Scandinavia. 


5n Sweden (population 8 million) 


Volvo manufactures 220,000 cars a year 
—not large by American standards— 
after all, General Motors domestically 
produced 2,979,189 cars last year. 


But Volvo sells nearly all the cars it 


ships to the United States. Last year it 
sold 45,000 in this country. This year it 
will sell 50,000. 


In the U.S. Volvos sell from $3200 to 


$5000, not cheap for a compact. 


Why then are they moving so well 


along with Volkswagen and the Japan- 
ese small cars, the Datsun and Toyota? 


"Obviously," explains Gyllenhammar 


(pronounced Yule-n-hamm-ar), "foreign 
cars are filling a need at least for some 
segments of the American market, 
which we feel is subject to increasing 
fragmentation. 


"I 
can only speak for the Volvo 


share of that^ market," he continues. 
"Most of the 50,000 cars we will sell in 
the U.S. this year we will sell on both 
coasts. About 90 percent. In the Mid- 
west our sales are negligible, only 10 
percent 


'We sell quality' 


"We sell cars on the basis of quality 


—in our case it is ruggedness and dura- 
bility—not on the basis of design. We 
do not sell status symbols, and it is 
obvious that we are hot selling price 
or competing with the small foreign 


cars. (Last year Volkswagen sold 569,183 
units in the U.S., Toyota sold 184,898, 
and Datsun 100,541.) 


"We are selling trouble-free dura- 


bility," Gyllenhammar explains, "be- 
cause that is our strong point. Our cars 
are manufactured for Sweden's cold 
climate and not-so-good-as-American 
roads. And we appeal to those Ameri- 
cans who want a good, little, heavy car 
which can stand a lot of punishment 
and miserable weather." 


Gyllenhammar points out that Volvo 


pays its automobile workers an average 
of $3 per hour. "In the U.S./' he says, 
"the automobile workers get about $4, 
so our cost base is lower. If we had to 
pay U.S. wages we would probably 
price ourselves out of the American 
market." 


Volvo's new chief executive also be- 


lieves that the typical U.S car-buyer is 
becoming more educated, more mature, 
and more demanding all the time. 


Changing times 


"Years ago," he says, "foreign car 


manufacturers hardly thought of ex- 
porting iheir vehicles to the U.S. You 
Americans had such great technical 
know-how. You were so far ahead in all 
departments. We Europeans were con- 
tent to turn out a small number of last- 
ing products and to market them at 
home But then we copied your tech- 
nology, in some cases improved on it. 
We studied your marketing and adver- 
tising methods. And it occurred to us 
that perhaps the market in America 
was changing, that there was a group of 
people who would pay for a safe, well- 
engineered, little economical car. When 
Ralph Nader came to Sweden a few 
years ago and lectured us on car safety, 
we listened. 


"We are still only a-small drop in the 


American market, but we hope to 
double the size of that drop m the next 
ten years," 


Last year, Volvo, which manufactures 


farm machinery, marine engines, and 
aircraft engines, had gross sales of a 


Wife Christina is a social worker and 
the mother of Pehr's four children. 


little more than $1 billion on which it 
netted a more than respectable^90 
million profit. 


Its car sales in the U S. hardly con- 


stitute a threat to General Motors, Ford, 
Chrysler or American Motors, but its 
steady rise in sales may indicate that 
in some respects Volvo seems to have 
been quicker to anticipate specialized 
trends in American public car-buying 
demand than other manufacturers. 


Gyllenhammar is frank to admiM.'nal 


Volvo cannot expand under his leader- 
ship unless it continues to increase its 
exports It can count on the home mar- 
ket for 70,000 cars but everything over 
that must be exported. 


"That's the challenge I've inherited 


from my predecessor," he declares 
smilingly. 


The challenge 


Gyllenhammar's predecessor is his 


father-in-law, Gunnar Engellau, who 
was appointed Volvo's chairman of the 
board after serving as its managing di- 
rector from 1956 to May, 1971. 


Engeilau has five beautiful daughters, 


of whom Gyllenhammar's wife, Chris- 
tina, is the most stunning. She and Pehr 
have four children.
